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Lincoln Police 
Use Dum-Dums; 
Shou/c/ They?

A bullet too deadly . . . or a dead police officer? 
The sides are lining up — advocates and critics of a bullet 


used by the Lincoln police and some Lancaster County 
sheriffs deputies, but banned by the U.S. Army. 


The bullet is a hollow point, which expands upon impact. 


It is commonly referred to as a dum-dum. 


Dum-dums have had a reputation for tearing gaping 


wounds since the mid-1800s when the British first filed the tips 
and cut slits in their bullets in their arsenal at Dum Dum, In- 
dia, for use against charging tribesmen. 


Needless Wounding Charged 


These bullets cause unnecessary wounding and un- 


necessary- death, according to the American Civil Liberties 
Union, which has campaigned both nationally and locally 
against the use of hollow points, an increasingly popular bullet 
with police agencies. 


"The ACLU believes that only the minimum force needed 


to protect the life of a police officer or that of a third person is 
proper and reasonable." 


Police generally contend that the bullets give them 


needed extra stopping power that the standard .38-caliber, 
round-nose bullets do not possess. 


The Lincoln police went to the use of the hollow-point 


bullets after detectives were killed in 1966 and 1967. 


The assailants in both cases were wounded by gunshots 


before killing the two, Paul Whitehead and Glen Soukup. 


If the police had been using hollow points, Capt. John 


Miller said, the men may have been incapacitated by the first 
shots and the lives of the detectives may have been saved. 


Dum-Dums Used Twice 


Since their use was instituted, hollow points have been 


fired at people twice by police officers. One shot, which the 
department said was fired accidentally, left a man wounded. 
He was hospitilized for a time and recovered. 


Early this year Elijah ChilderS was killed when he was 


struck by four hollow point bullets, one of which entered 
through the top of his head. 


The Lincoln police department began using the hollow 


points at about the same time as many other law enforcement 
agencies. During the late 1960s, as the killing of police officers 
rose from about 37 a year nationally to more than 100, police 
began using hollow points and more powerful handguns, such 
as .357 magnums. 


The bullets are currently used by approximately 257c of 


the nation's police forces, the FBI, the Secret Sen-ice, the 
Internal Revenue Service, and the U.S. Customs. 


And in the Lancaster County sheriff's office, where 


deputies choose their own firepower, many of the patrol 
deputies pack the .357 magnums and some use hollow point 
bullets. 


Nebraska State Patrol troopers also carry the high- 


powered .357 magnum pistol, but use round nose, jacketed 
bullets, which do not expand. 


Not All Policemen Agree 


And not every police department agrees with the use of 


the expanding bullets. 


Los Angeles Police Chief Edward Davis opposes the 


hollow points on the grounds of self-interest. 


More than 50'< of police officers who are shot are shot by 


their own weapons. Davis said. He doesn't want to see his men 
being shot with hollow points. 


In Baltimore during late 1974, an officer was forced to 


resign lor using hollow point ammunition against departmen- 
tal regulations when he shot and killed a 15-year-old. 


But generally police justify the use of hollow points on the 


grounds that they knock an assailant down quickly. 


Police concede that a shot to the heart or head, even with 


a round nose bullet, will stop an assailant. 


But a pistol, especially under emergency conditions, is 


hard to fire accurately. Police say the hollow point gives them 
knockdown power when it hits other part of the body. 


Knockdown power, the experts say, comes from 


hydrostatic shock. When a bullet enters the body it sets up a 
shock wave in tissue — which is about 70'/r water. This shock 
wave is transferred to muscles, nerves and blood vessels. 


This effect is what incapacitates a person, experts say. 
A .38-caliber (and .45-caliber) round nose bullet, fired into 


a plastic jug of water, passes through, jarring it. A .38-caliber 
hollow point blows it up, spraying water in a 10-to-15-foot 
radius. 


This indicates that, at least in a bucket of water, the 


hollow point is very powerful. 


But controversy ranges around the effect of a hollow point 


in the human body, especially when fired from a pistol at half 
to a quarter the speed of a rifle bullet. 


No Big Difference Seen 


At least one expert, frequently quoted by the police, says 


that there is no discernible difference in the wound caused by 
round-nose and hollow point .38-caliber pistol bullets. 


What the experts do agree on is that the evaluation of 


bullet destructiveness is very complex, and that factors such as 
bullet speed, sharpe, and size all need to be considered. 


While the experts debate, the police and civil libertarians 


continue their pro and con arguments. 


Since hollow points flatten on impact, they tend not to 


ricochet or whiz through things with enough speed to kill an 
assailant and a bystander behind him, supporters contend. 


Hollow points make it more likely that a bystander will be 


killed or injured if an officer's shot strikes him mistakenly, op- 
ponents reply. 


Newly elected Mayor Helen Boosalis says she intends to 


review the police use of hollow point bullets. "I've heard the 
statements of the ACLU," said Mayor Boosalis. Now she 
wants to find out the police department's defense of the 
bullets and weigh the two sides. 


Whatever the actual merits of hollow points, the 


departmental policy on the use of firearms rather than the 
type of ammunition used is most important, according to Capt 
Miller. 


The Lincoln police policy is that an officer shall not fire 


his weapon unless his life or the life of another person is in 
danger. 


And the policy does not permit officers to fire warning 


shots or (o fire at suspected fleeing felons, Miller pointed out

DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (AP) - Lef- 


tist guerrillas from Zaire released a young 
American woman unharmed but in shock 
from six days of wilderness captivity Sunday, 
and began bargaining over the fate of three 
other hostages. 


The guerrillas freed Barbara Smuts, 24, of 


Ann Arbor, Mich., before dawn on the Tan- 
zania shore a mile from Kigoma, a Lake 
Tanganyika port. American diplomats 
quoted her as saying the others — Carrie 
Jane Hunter, 21, of Atherton, Calif., 
Kenneth Stephen Smith, 22, of Garden 
Grove, Calif., and Emilie van Zinnick 
Bergman of Holland — were in good condi- 
tion. 


The diplomats said Miss Smuts carried 


sealed letters from the guerrillas to the Tan- 
zanian government and to Beverly Carter, 
U.S. ambassor in Tanzania. Contents of the 
letters were not disclosed but diplomats said 
they presumably set conditions for the 
release of the other captives. 


The Americans, all Stanford University 


students, were observing baboon and chim- 
panzee behavior in the remote Gombe 
animal research station, about 14 miles north 
of Kigoma. The station is accessible only by 
boat. 


The Americans and the Dutch woman 


were seized by 40 armed and uniformed 
guerrillas who came in a boat 35 miles across 
the lake from Zaire and terrorized the camp 
for three hours last Monday night. 


The station has since been closed to white 


foreigners who were targets of the attack by 
suspected members of the Popular Revolu- 
tion party, a little-known Marxist group op- 
posed to Zaire President Mobutu Sese Seko 
and his ties with the United States. 


Miss Smuts was flown 700 miles on Sunday 


afternoon from Kigoma to Dar es Salaam, 
the Tanzanian capital. 


"I'm very tired but I am all right," Miss 


Smuts told friends. "They treated us as well 
as could be expected. I don't want to say any 


more because I might endanger the lives of 
the others," 


Miss Smuts declined to be interviewed in 


Kigoma. American diplomats said she was 
"in a bit of shock after a pretty grueling trip 
overnight" across the lake from Zaire. 


The blonde Miss Smuts, wearing jeans and 


a shirt, was helped into a chartered light 
plane at Kigoma by fellow students Larry 
Goldman, 31, of Brooklyn, N.Y., and 
Michelle Trudeau, 24, New York City. They 
flew with her to Dar es Salaam. 


U.S. diplomats quoted Miss Smuts as 


saying she was brought across the lake by 
several guerrillas in a boat and left on the 
shore about 5 a.m. Sunday. She walked a 
mile into Kigoma and turned herself over to 
Tanzanian police. 


U.S. diplomats said Miss Smuts was 


"emotionally wrought up and unable to 
answer police questions." The Americans 
sent her to the home of Alice Todd. a mis- 
sionary's wife from Kansas, where she had a 


big breakfast of eggs, canned meat, grits and 
toast. She slept for several hours. 


"They apparently kept her in a village or 


in an encampment of some sort," said Hal 
Lucius, economic officer at the U.S. Em- 
bassy in Dar es Salaam. He and Lewis 
MacFarlane. consul on Zanzibar, were sent 
to Kigoma to help in the search. 


At Kigoma. the American diplomats set up 


a radio transmitter in an effort to establish 
regular links to embassies in neighboring 
countries. 


Regional Tanzanian Police Commander 


Michael Lugwisha said a police helicopter 
and up to 250 troops, police and militia 
searched a 180-mile stretch of shore around 
Kigoma. 


Lugwisha said the raiders wore khaki 


fatigues and caps with badges. They sneaked 
across the lake to Gombe and back again last 
Monday in a 40-foot motorboat without 
being noticed by the hundreds of fishermen 
whose lantern-lit boats dot the water at 
night. 


Israeli Raiders Clash 
With Lebanese Troops

Israeli raiders searching for 


guerrillas in southern Lebanon 
clashed with Lebanese troops 
Sunday, and a senior Israeli of- 
ficer said it was the stiffest bat- 
tle between army regulars of the 
two countries in three years. 


A Lebanese Defense Ministry 


communique announcing that 
the fighting had ended said 
seven Lebanese were killed and 
three were wounded, two of 
them critically. It also said five 
Israeli soldiers were killed, but 
the Israelis reported their losses

as two killed and one wounded. 


The battle erupted near the 


village of Aita al-Chaab. three 
miles inside Lebanon and 15 
miles southeast of Tyre. 


The patrol lost contact with 


the base when the radio man 
was killed, he said. Rein- 
forcements were sent in and 
when Lebanese artillery gunners 
began firing. Israeli air support 
was sent in to silence it, he said.

At a time when the state is 


trying to recruit Vietnamese 
physicians, government red tape 
may cost Osceola a foreign-born 
doctor.

July, is one of four doctors in 
Osceola. Local doctors say they 
need a fifth and cannot afford to 
lose Dr. Nossa. 


An associate and member of 


the State Health Board, Dr. 
Clarence Davis said Dr. Nossa is 
a licensed Nebraska physician 
with 4 years of training in 
emergency surgery and urology 
and is "worth his weight in 
gold" to Osceola. 


Thus far. Dr. Davis said he has 


spent $12.000 in attorney fees 
fighting the U.S. Immigration 
Service over deporting Dr. 
Nossa. 


The problem stems from the 


fact that Dr. Nossa came to the 
U.S. an an exchange visitor 
destined for one employer, a 
state hospital in Natchez, Miss.

Authorities said the occupants of 
the boat were apparently un- 
aware of the dam until the boat 
came upon it. 


The victims were identified as 


Ralph Snyder, 28, and his 2-year- 
old son, Richard, of Falls 
Church; Snyder's brother, 
Arthur Snyder, 33, and his two 
children, Thomas, 11, and 
Patricia, 8, of Strasburg. 


Two Maryland men died two 


weeks ago in another accident in 
the same area of the river.

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Po//ce Station Trip 
No Longer Required

Shoplifters are sometimes being 


treated 
like speeders under an 


experimental procedure instituted 
recently by police. 


They are given a ticket and freed to go 


on their way without a trip to the police 
station, if the arresting officer and his 
commander don't see any need to haul 
the suspect in. 


The procedure was instituted without 


fanfare about two months ago under a 
state law which took effect late last year. 


The law allows any officer to issue a 


citation for misdemeanors, violations of 
city ordinances, as well as traffic infrac- 
tions. 


Decision Up To Officer 


Lt. Clifton Koch stressed that the state 


law leaves the decision on whether a per- 
son should be released in the field to the 
discretion of the officer. 


Inspector Dean Leitner said he has no 


figures on how many people have been 
released in the field under the new 
program. 


But he said most shoplifting suspects 


are being released in the field. More than 
100 have been arrested since the program 
began. 


Only Misdemeanors Involved 


At this point the program involves only 


those misdemeanors which are processed 
in Municipal Court. This eliminates some 
misdemeanors which go through County 
Court. 


Of the crimes involved in the program, 


the department has specified 18 in which 
the suspect will still probably be mugged 
and printed at police headquarters. 


They include gambling offenses, dis- 


turbing the peace, assault and batten', 
prostitution, interfering with an officer, 
indecent exposure and others. 


A few suspected of those crimes may 


be released at the decision of the com- 
manding officer, Leitner said. 


Several Crimes On List 


Those crimes for which the arresting 


officer is presently being given the discre- 
tion of releasing a person in the field are 
tresspassing, minor in possession of 
alcohol, fireworks violations and others, 
including a host of ordinances for which 
arrests are seldom made, such as spitting 
on the sidewalk. 


So far the new program is working 


out "damn good," according to Leitner. 


One reason he likes it is that it 


eliminates a lot of nonproductive time in 
which officers were transporting suspects 
to police headquarters. 


Less Friction Results 


Another reason he likes it, he said, is 


that, since defendants and officers have 
to spend less time together, there is less 
friction between them. 


The program has also led to the 


elimination of a lot of paperwork with the 
development of a new citation form, 
Leitner said. 


Copies of the same form can be used as 


the offense report and the prosecutor's 
complaint, he said. More paper work is 
saved at the jail during the booking 
process, he said. 


The new form is being used for all mis- 


demeanor cases heard in Municipal 
Court, not merely those in which the 
suspect is released.

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Americans Returning To Pre-Gasoline Crisis Getaway Habits 
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By The Associated Press 


From the East Coast to the West, Americans 


appear to be returning to their old getaway habits 
during the first major good-weather holiday since 
the gasoline crisis abated. 


"You'd never know there was anything like an 


energy crisis." said a dispatcher at the Virginia 
Beach, Va., Police Department. Police said there 
were a lot more cars in the beach community this 
year than last and the town, a major Eastern 
Seaboard resort, was packed with tourists. 


An Associated Press sampling of resort areas 


indicated that except where weather was a 
problem, travel was up from Memorial Day last 
year. 


There were no reports of gasoline shortages 


around the nation. 


The National Safety Council — noting that traf- 


tic deaths were up 5'c during the first three 
months of this year compared with 1974 gasoline- 
shortage levels — predicted between 400 and 500 
persons will die in holiday traffic accidents. Last 
year 392 died. 


Record crowds of 60.000 to 100,000 were 


reported at the Colorado River near Blythe, 


Calif., most coming from Los Angeles area. Six 
persons drowned. 


Officials said between 350,000 to 500,000 people 


had turned out for the Indianapolis 500 despite a 
heat wave that had caused several cases of heat 
prostration. They were unable to say how the 
crowds compared with last year because all es- 
timates are just guesses. 


Crowds at North Carolina's Outer Banks 


beaches, including Cape Hatteras National 
Seashore, forced the posting of no vacancy signs 
at lodges. Some travelers were forced to go 60 
miles inland to Elizabeth City, and motels there 
were close to overflowing. 


Last year many beach motels had vacancies, 


said John Roberts, night manager of the Swamp 
Fox in Myrtle Beach. 


More than 7,000 persons, some from as far 


away as Florida and Michigan, turned out for a 
three-day fair of campers at Watkins Glen, N.Y. 
Promoter Jim Kaser said the people turned out 
for the fair because they "want a chance to enjoy 
themselves outdoors and to get personally, in- 
volved in all kinds of recreational and hobby ac- 
tivities rather than sit in their living rooms 


watching other people stage the entertainment." 


In Key West, Fla., T.H. Latimer, manager of 


the Blue Marlin Motel, said, "We've been running 
about 95% full since before Christmas. It looks 
like it's going to be a real good summer this 
year." He added that last year ran about three- 
quarters full because of the gas shortage "and 
they couldn't get down to us." 


Max Madorsky, manager of the Voyager Beach 


Motel in Daytona Beach, Fla.,, which is booked 
solid this week, said, "I think it is a little more 
than just the gas shortage improvement. People 
are tired of staying home." 


Roy Rickard, of the Casa Del Mar in Daytona 


Beach, adds, "They're traveling to Florida 
because they can travel in their own cars. We've 
got a lot of Atlanta people here, Georgia people, 
people from the Carolines." 


In Wyoming, resort operators at Grand Teton 


National Park, said reservations are up 21% from 
last year. But the weather kept it from being a 
busy Memorial Day weekend, according to park 
spokesman Tony Beninetto. He said there's still 
several feet of snow at some higher spots in the 
park. 


"The concessionaires say if the weather lets go, 


it will be a busy, busy year," he said, noting that 
gasoline appeared to be no problem. 


Despite record snow levels at Yellowstone and 


Glacier National Parks, their campgrounds were 
reported near capacity. Stephen Hamm, 
Yellowstone reservations supervisor, said, "I 
think we're up a little bit, but not a tremendous 
amount ... Considering we're not completely 
open, we're operating at pretty much capacity." 


Heavy traffic was reported during the first two 


days of the holiday on Wyoming roads, the Kan- 
sas Turnpike, Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
Georgia and Oregon roads. But Wisconsin and 
Colorado traffic levels were about the same as 
last year. 


In Connecticut and Massachusetts, police radar 


units were ordered out to enforce the 55-mile-per- 
hour speed limit. By Saturday night they had 
issued 350 speeding tickets in Connecticut.

We defy anyone to accurately define 


the scope of LB237, the so-called 
alcoholism rehabilitation bill, passed by 
the Legislature before adjournment last 
Friday. 


The bill is ripe for gubernatorial veto 


and we hope Gov. Exon still has a sharp 
red pencil. 


Originally, as we understand it, the 


measure was to have provided for a 
detoxification program while at the same 
time eliminating statutes or local or- 
dinances which make it a crime to simply 
be drunk in public. 


The latter provision was dropped 


because of opposition by law enforcement 
officials. Bill sponsor Sen. Wally Barnett of 
Lincoln says he will fight for reinstatement 
of that provision when the Legislature 
meets next year. 


One of the tragedies of the 1975 session 


for Sen. Barnett — who had an excellent 
session overall and who carried the ball ad- 
mirably on some tough and unpopular 
social legislation — was that key provisions 
were gutted from a couple of the important 
bills he sponsored. One such was LB237, 
where he wound up with less than half a 
loaf. 


The intent of the Legislatuare in 


passing an alcoholism treatment bill ap- 
parently was that alcoholism should be 
treated rather than punished. Otherwise, 
why pass an alcoholism treatment bill? 
Why not just increase the penalties for 
being drunk? 


Under the new legislation, the 


Unicameral is committing almost a million 
dollars to an imprecise program which 
could find the hopeless drunk in jail again 
— where he can't be helped — and the in- 
frequent drunk at a detoxification center, 
where he or she could be held for up to 24 
hours, longer than the police normally hold 
a drunk, and where he or she probably 
doesn't belong. 


We don't think the problem has 


received the proper attention and in-depth 
investigation. The legislation as approved 
appears to have opened up a can of worms 
as far as the arrest and subsequent 
handling of public intoxicants. There 
appears to be fertile ground for civil liber- 
ties lawsuits inherent in the bill. The key 
provision — removing the stigma of in- 
toxication as criminal conduct — has been 
sidetracked. 


We hate to see the state spend time, 


"money and effort on what appears to be 
an unpromising program. 


In Search Of A Balance 


Just at a time U.S. moderates are ear- 


ning high marks for warning decidedly pro- 
Israeli American congressmen to cool it, 
the Soviet Union threatens to upset the 
balance of forces in the Middle East by 
cozying up to what is probably the most 
militant Arab state. 


The Russians and Libya last week an- 


nounced an agreement under which the 
Soviets will set up military air, land and 
naval bases in Libya. The agreement also 
provides that the Soviet Union would 
provide Libya with $4.4 billion worth of 
military hardware, including thousands of 
tanks, rockets and other sophisticated 
weapons. 


The only thing that Israel or her 


friends could take any comfort in is the fact 
that Libya's leader, Col. Khaddafy, is so 
volatile and such a nationalist that even the 
Soviet Union as a major arms supplier 
might not be able to remain on his good 
side for a long period of time. 


What the agreement does, of course, is 


lend support to the declaration by 76 U.S. 
Senators last week that this nation should 
re-affirm its support for Israel and pledge 
not to lessen military and economic sup- 
port for that beleaguered Middle East 
state. 


We thought that criticism of that 


declaration was necessary because a re- 
affirmation of support for Israel was un- 
timely due to the upcoming meeting 
between President Ford and President 
Sadat of Egypt. Many people agree that an 
evenhanded approach to the Middle East 
at this point would be a good idea. 


And it would be expected that the 


Soviet Union — even if cynically motivated 
— would play the evenhanded game in the 
spirit of detente. After all. the Russians, 
while partially re-arming Syria, have not 
given Sadat what he wants in the way of 
military hardware. 


But now along come the Soviets and 


arm the regional thug to the teeth. 


That kind of action can only harden at- 


titudes in the U.S.

It was a Legislature which did not conform 


to expectations. 


Billed in advance as a do-nothing 


Legislature, it turned out to be stubbornly 
productive. 


Not particularly efficient or proficient. Cer- 


tainly not as daring or progressive as the 
sessions which wrought great change in the se- 
cond half of the 1960's. 


But it was certainly better than anyone had 


a right to expect, coming to life only weeks after 
Nebraska voters had restated their conservative 
convictions and also wiped out the 1974 
Legislature's landmark school aid enactment. 


This Unicameral was supposed to have read 


those election results carefully and cowered in 
the corner. 


But it went ahead and enacted another 


school aid plan, backing down only at the last 
moment and accepting Governor Exon's veto. 


& # 
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Once you add up the record of this 89-day 


session, you will not find a list of historic 
achievements. Some of its major enactments 
were, in fact, a step backward for plain citizens 
and consumers. 


But it did finally muster its courage and 


fund a prison construction bill. Let's face it. 
That is not a spending proposal which is in pop- 
ular demand. It could be easily ignored, put off 
for another year. 


Yet, this do-nothing Legislature approved 


it, even though it had to enact it over a veto. 


Not the sort of thing wholly timid people 


do. 


And it hammered together what appeared 


to be a fairly decent state budget, trimmed here 
and there with a few unneeded items, but a 
generally conservative budget. 


Its spending policies (school aid is not really 


one of them, although it keeps getting counted 
as spending, rather than tax replacement) 
triggered a running battle with Exon. filled with 
explosive language and verbal fireworks. 


For awhile, this Legislature held its ground. 
Then, at the last minute, face to face with 


the governor, it blinked. His budget vetoes 
prevailed — but the spending cuts were not as 
large as they looked. 
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Not counting capital construction projects 


and the proposed hike in school aid, the 1975-76 
operational budget finally accepted by Exon 
was not that much different from the one 
enacted by the lawmakers. 


The difference is on the order of one per 


cent. 


While Exon forced the Legislature down, it 


is also true that the senators persuaded the 
governor up in budget totals. 


Not that Exon did not save sales and in- 


come taxpayers some money. He did. 


School aid will be maintained at its current 


level. Building projects will be delayed or 
dropped. But operational funding for state 
programs finds the governor and the Legislature 
not that far apart. 


You have to admire the senators for their 


independent strain. 


The governor is an enormously popular 


man, a political marvel who speaks to and for 
the average guy. For the most part, they trust 
him. They listen to him. They believe him. 


So when he tells Nebraskans that the 


Legislature has gone balmy, they are likely to 
believe it. Senators feel the pressure. But this 
group did not back down from its own convic- 
tions easily. 
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They finally yielded on school aid and 


budgeting, but not in panic. They won a few, 
and they lost a few. And perhaps that's how the 
executive-legislative competition is supposed to 
work. 


Obviously, this Legislature was erratic. It 


changed its mind — sometimes within the space 
of a single day. It took all but one week of its 
session to enact a budget, and all but one of its 
89 days of life to settle on a technical communi- 
ty college plan. 


It put much off until the very end, and some 


until 1976. 


It probably made some mistakes. 
But all of those "faults" are common to all 


of us. Which brings me to the central point. 


& 
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It has been said before; it bears repeating: 


This Legislature is what it was intended to be, a 
representative body. 


It has extremely bright and ambitious 


members. It has some members who are not 
particularly bright, ambitious or industrious. 
Some senators contribute much; some con- 
tribute nothing. 


Just like the rest of us. 
One thing the 1975 session did have was the 


gifted leadership of Jules Burbach. No one can 
efficiently manage a body of 49 equals, all with 
their own ideas and concerns. But Burbach 
guided them through the past five months with 
great skill, successfully securing action on every 
issue which could not wait. 


This Legislature's 49 districts are not 


always represented by the best man (or woman) 
in the area.. Maybe not even the best person 
available for the job. But I think, in most cases, 
each senator is fairly representative of his (or 
her) district, of the people in his (or her) dis- 
trict. 


And that, I guess, is what it's all about

This is no secret super-power 


mystery. The International 
Telecommunications Satellite 
Organization (Intelsat) runs the 
communications satellites and 
sells its service. You have to put 
more than a dime in the slot, but 
if you have an earth satellite in 
Phnom Penh, and a mob at the 
door, you can call up Secretary 
General Waldheim here at the 
U.N., or even Henry Kissinger 
after midnight on Dumbarton 
Avenue in Georgetown, and dis- 
cuss your problem. 


With this kind of open com- 


munications 
technology 


available to every nation in the 
world, it is odd and even 
ridiculous that wars have to start 
or go on for lack of facts. We 
have communications but we 
don't communicate. 
"Natural 


folly is bad enough," Thomas 
Fuller observed back in 1732, 
"but 
learned folly is in- 


tolerable." 


Maybe, then, there is a prac- 


tical role that can be played by 
the United Nations, as com- 
municator or postmaster, if not 
as peacemaker. At San Fran- 
cisco a generation ago, the U.N. 
was conceived as a world 
organization with its own 
military organization that could 
impose peace on the world, but 
that dream has long since 
vanished. 


Then it was seen as a research 


organization, gathering the facts 
of impending disasters in a 
hungry world, and as a debating 
society for conflicting .views on 
the coming age, and occasionally 
as a weak but symbolic police 
force between contending ar- 


mies in Cyprus and the Middle 
East. 


But even in these limited 


roles, it has been hobbled by the 
most 
i n a d e q u a t e 
com- 


munications, and has been 
reduced to begging Intelsat for 
free access to the world satellite 
system, which Intelsat refused. 
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The experience of the Cambo- 


dian incident and the Cyprus war 
between Greece and Turkey, 
however, suggests at least a 
modest remedy. Namely, that an 
earth communications satellite 
should be available to every na- 
tion in the world, financed 
through the United Nations 
budget, so that potential military 
crises can be reported and dealt 
with in time. 


This would be no assurance 


that inexperienced and turbulent 
revolutionary regimes like the 
Khmer Rouge in Cambodia 
would pick up the phone when 
the bell rings in the Intelsat 
system, but at least there would 
be a line of communication that 
might save lives and might even 
avoid wars. 


The major powers have 


recognized the need for 
emergency "hot lines" to avoid 
misunderstanding and even 
atomic wars, but the outlook for 
the future is for conflict in places 
like Korea, Africa and the Mid- 
dle East, in many parts of which 
there are no quick lines of com- 
munications. 


Secretary General Waldheim 


here at the United Nations is 
eager to assist in the develop- 
ment of an early-warning 
system, but he has neither the 
power nor the money to set it 
up. He needs the support, or at 
least the understanding of the 
members of the world organiza- 
tion and particularly the 
acquiescence of the Major 
Powers. 


All that is at issue here is 


merely that modern com- 
munications should be used to 
get the facts of potential wars to 
the world in time, and that is not 
asking '-en much.

Bikinis Bring Out The Drab Flab 


NEW YORK - The bikini season is 


almost upon us. And as we face the first 
long, warm weekend of the year, the 
typical American female is discovering 
that age has lathered on its largess during 
the winter months while she was sitting 
around not looking. 


Nasty business, age. Weighty problem, 


thighs. Questionable invention, hips ... 


The women's magazines are laden with 


diets to get us into the spirit (and rai- 
ment) of summer, but medical 
authorities remind us that there really is 
no painless way to shed the drab flab of 
winter. We spend more than $100 million 
a year for weight-reducing pills and 
paraphernalia — and all we do is reduce 
our savings rather than our hiplines. 
Better we should save that $100 mill on 
food, because fasting is faster. 
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Even massage, one of the higher 


priced and highly enjoyable techniques 
for trimming down, has been repudiated 
by many authorities. A Dr. William Kalb 
proved this point by scientifically testing 
more than a dozen patients through 
"spot-reducing massage" sessions. 


For six weeks, he arduously massaged 


one arm and one leg of each patient — 
leaving the other arms and legs un- 
touched. 


Without diet, their measurements 


showed no decrease. 


When put on a diet, each patient 


showed an overall loss of inches; but the 
unmassaged limbs lost exactly the same 
inchage as the massaged ones. 
Which proves that the best things in life 
are now only expensive but ineffective. 


In an American Medical Association 


publication, I read that it is not only 
economically unwise to spend money for 
diet pills, miracle diets, tonics and 
machines, but it is sometimes dangerous. 


The AMA called reducing schemes "the 
most lucrative of medical frauds," and 
over-the-counter appetite-reducing pills 
"an amalgam of junk." 


It is true that some reducing aids may 


bring about a temporary weight reduc- 
tion, say doctors in the Consumer Union 
book, "The Medicine Show" — but 
probably this is in large part because 
"their use helps to put the overweight in- 
dividual in the proper frame of mind to 
cut down on intake of food." But it 
doesn't last. 


Nor do fad diets last. Over the 


generations, there have been endless 
varieties of "new and revolutionary" 
diets (they pop up as regularly as flowers 
in the spring) — the milk diet, the banana 
diet, the high-fat diet, the low-fat diet, 
the Rockefeller Diet, the Stillman, Atkins 
and everybody-else diets. All of them 
have thousands of enthusiastic followers. 
And all of them pass into history, once 
their followers watch their weight fade 
temporarily, and then come back 
relentlessly. 
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Exercise is helpful for losing inches, 


but the distressing fact is that a vigorous 
squash racquets game with active play 
lasting 30 minutes can result in an expen- 
diture of 300 calories — the same net 
calorie loss that is accomplished merely 
by saying, "no, thanks" to a slice of 
lemon meringue pie. 


As "The Medicine Show" states 


clearly: "the best results for the least cost 
to health and pocketbook can be obtained 
by long-term calorie restriction, regular 
and well-balanced meals, and moderate 
exercise. 


"For permanent results, obese people 


must change their life styles — per- 
manently." 


That sounds like the hard way. But it's 


the only way, for now. In the future, 
medical science may find a genuine 
"cure" for overweight. One of the chief 
researchers into that cure. Dr. Jules 
Hirsch of N.Y.C.'s Rockefeller University 
Hospital, has discovered through exten- 
sive research that fat patients have not 
only extra-large fat cells in the body, but 
also an increased number of fat cells: As 
patients lose weight on a medically super- 
vised diet, the size of each fat cell 
decreases — but the number of cells 
remains the same. 


When he and other researchers find out 


why this should be. Dr. Hirsch has said, 
"we'll knock obesity off the charts as 
America's Number One health problem." 


Meantime, save on calories and costs 


by avoiding the fads and pills. And 
remember that, fortunately, beauty is 
only skin deep — and bikinis are for 
show-offs!

passing an alcoholism treatment bill ap­ 
parently was that alcoholism shou ld be 
treated rather than pu nished. Otherwise, 
why pass an alcoholism treatment bill? 
Why not ju st increase the penalties for 
being dru nk? 
Under the new leg islation, the 
Unicameral is committing almost a million 
dollars to an imprecise prog ram which 
cou ld find the hopeless dru nk in jail ag ain 
— where he can’t be helped — and the in­ 
frequ ent dru nk at a detox ification center, 
where he or she cou ld be held for u p to 24 
hou rs, long er than the police normally hold 
a dru nk, and where he or she probably 
doesn’t belong . 
We don’t think the problem has 
receiv ed the proper attention and in-depth 
inv estig ation. The leg islation as approv ed 
appears to hav e opened u p a can of worms 
as far as the arrest and su bsequ ent 
handling of pu blic intox icants. There 
appears to be fertile g rou nd for civ il liber­ 
ties lawsu its inherent in the bill. The key 
prov ision — remov ing the stig ma of in­ 
tox ication as criminal condu ct — has been 
sidetracked. 
We hate to see the state spend time, 
money and effort on what appears to be 
an u npromising prog ram. 
In Search Of A Balance 
Ju st at a time U.S. moderates are ear­ 
ning hig h marks for warning decidedly pro- 
Israeli American cong ressmen to cool it, 
the Sov iet Union threatens to u pset the 
balance of forces in the Middle East by 
cozy ing u p to what is probably the most 
militant Arab state. 


The Ru ssians and Liby a last week an­ 
nou nced an ag reement u nder which the 
Sov iets will set u p military air, land and 
nav al bases in Liby a. The ag reement also 
prov ides that the Sov iet Union wou ld 
prov ide Liby a with $4.4 billion worth of 
militar>’ hardware, inclu ding thou sands of 
tanks, rockets and other sophisticated 
weapons. 


The only thing that Israel or her 
friends cou ld take any comfort in is the fact 
that Liby a's leader, Col. Khaddafy , is so 
v olatile and su ch a nationalist that ev en the 
Sov iet Union as a major arms su pplier 
mig ht not be able to remain on his g ood 
side for a long period of time. 
What the ag reement does, of cou rse, is 


lend su pport to the declaration by 76 U.S. 
Senators last week that this nation shou ld 
re-affirm its su pport for Israel and pledg e 
not to lessen military and economic su p­ 
port for that beleag u ered Middle East 
state. 
We thou g ht that criticism of that 
declaration was necessary becau se a re­ 
affirmation of su pport for Israel was u n­ 
timely du e to the u pcoming meeting 
between President Ford and President 
Sadat of Eg y pt. Many people ag ree that an 
ev enhanded approach to the Middle East 
at this point wou ld be a g ood idea. 
And it wou ld be ex pected that the 
Sov iet Union — ev en if cy nically motiv ated 
— wou ld play the ev enhanded g ame in the 
spirit of detente. After all, the Ru ssians, 
while partially re-arming Sy ria, hav e not 
g iv en Sadat what he wants in the way of 
military hardware. 
Bu t now along come the Sov iets and 
arm the reg ional thu g to the teeth. 
That kind of action can only harden at­ 
titu des in the U.S.

It was a Leg islatu re which did not conform 
to ex pectations. 


B illed in adv ance as a do-nothing 
Leg islatu re, it tu rned ou t to be stu bbornly 
produ ctiv e. 


Not particu larly efficient or proficient. Cer­ 
tainly not as daring or prog ressiv e as the 
sessions which wrou g ht g reat chang e in the se­ 
cond half of the 1960's. 


Bu t it was certainly better than any one had 
a rig ht to ex pect, coming to life only weeks after 
Nebraska v oters had restated their conserv ativ e 
conv ictions and also wiped ou t the 1974 
Leg islatu re’s landmark school aid enactment. 


This Unicameral was su pposed to hav e read 
those election resu lts carefu lly and cowered in 
the corner. 


Bu t it went ahead and enacted another 
school aid plan, backing down only at the last 
moment and accepting Gov ernor Ex on’s v eto.

Once y ou add u p the record of this 8 9-day 
session, y ou will not find a list of historic 
achiev ements. Some of its major enactments 
were, in fact, a step backward for plain citizens 
and consu mers. 
Bu t it did finally mu ster its cou rag e and 
fu nd a prison constru ction bill. Let’s face it. 
That is not a spending proposal which is in pop­ 
u lar demand. It cou ld be easily ig nored, pu t off 
for another y ear. 


Yet, this do-nothing Leg islatu re approv ed 
it, ev en thou g h it had to enact it ov er a v eto. 


Not the sort of thing wholly timid people 
do. 
And it hammered tog ether what appeared 
to be a fairly decent state bu dg et, trimmed here 
and there with a few u nneeded items, bu t a 
g enerally conserv ativ e bu dg et. 
Its spending policies (school aid is not really 
one of them, althou g h it keeps g etting cou nted 
as spending , rather than tax replacement) 
trig g ered a ru nning battle with Ex on, filled with 
ex plosiv e lang u ag e and v erbal fireworks. 
For awhile, this Leg islatu re held its g rou nd. 
Then, at the last minu te, face to face with 
the g ov ernor, it bhnked. His bu dg et v etoes 
prev ailed — bu t the spending cu ts were not as 
larg e as they looked.

Not cou nting capital constru ction projects 
and the proposed hike in school aid, the 1975-76 
operational bu dg et finally accepted by Ex on 
was not that mu ch different from the one 
enacted by the lawmakers. 
The difference is on the order of one per 
cent. 


While Ex o n fo rced the Leg isla ture do wn, it 


is also tru e that the senators persu aded the 
g ov ernor u p in bu dg et totals. 


Not that Ex on did not sav e sales and in­ 
come tax pay ers some money . He did. 
School aid will be maintained at its cu rrent 
lev el. Bu ilding projects will be delay ed or 
dropped. Bu t operational fu nding for state 
prog rams finds the g ov ernor and the Leg islatu re 
not that far apart. 
You hav e to admire the senators for their 
independent strain. 
The g ov ernor is an enormou sly popu lar 
man, a political marv el who speaks to and for 
the av erag e g u y . For the most part, they tru st 
him. They hsten to him. They believ e him. 
So when he tells Nebraskans that the 
Leg islatu re has g one balmy , they are likely to 
believ e it. Senators feel the pressu re. Bu t this 
g rou p did not back down from its own conv ic­ 
tions easily .

T h ^ finally y ielded on school aid and 
bu dg eting , bu t not in panic. They won a few, 
and they lost a few. And perhaps that’s how the 
ex ecu tiv e-leg islativ e competition is su pposed to 
work. 
Obv iou sly , this Leg islatu re was erratic. It 
chang ed its mind — sometimes within the space 
of a sing le day . It took all bu t one week of its 
session to enact a bu dg et, and all bu t one of its 
8 9 day s of life to settle on a technical commu ni­ 
ty colleg e plan. 
It pu t mu ch off u ntil the v ery end, and some 
u nUl 1976. 
It probably made some mistakes. 
Bu t all of those “fau lts” are common to all 
of u s. Which bring s me to the central point.

It has been said before; it bears repeating : 
This Leg islatu re is what it was intended to be, a 
representativ e body . 


It has ex tremely brig ht and ambitiou s 
members. It has some members who are not 
particu larly brig ht, ambitiou s or indu striou s. 
Some senators contribu te mu ch; some con­ 
tribu te nothing . 
Ju st like the rest of u s. 
One thing the 1975 session did hav e was the 
g ifted leadership of Ju les Bu rbach. No one can 
efficiently manag e a body of 49 equ als, all with 
their own ideas and concerns. Bu t Bu rbach 
g u ided them throu g h the past fiv e months with 
g reat skill, su ccessfu lly secu ring action on ev ery 
issu e which cou ld not wait. 
This L ^islatu re’s 49 districts are not 
alway s represented by the best man (or woman) 
in the area. May be not ev en the best person 
av ailable for the job. Bu t I think, in most cases, 
each senator is fairly representativ e of his (or 
her) district, of the people in his (or her) dis­ 
trict. 


And that, I g u ess, is what it’s all abou t. 
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UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. - 
The mini-war in Cambodia, with

ft is not clear, ev en now, 
whether the new Khmer Rou g e 
reg ime ordered the seizu re of 
the May ag u ez, or if it did, 
wanted to hand ov er the ship 
and its American crew before 
the Marines landed, bu t in any 
ev ent, the orders from the Pen­ 
tag on to attack mov ed mu ch 
faster than the appeals from the 
State Department to Peking and 
Phnom Penh to make peace. 
T h ere w ere com parable 


mu nicate the facts to ev ery 
capital of ev ery nation in the 
world. 


The technolog y is av ailable. In 
the last g eneration, the world 
has g one throu g h the g reatest 
com m u nications 
rev olu tion 
since the inv ention of the prin­ 
ting press and mov eable ty pe. 
There are now commu nications 
satellites in the heav ens ov er 
ev ery continent. Ev en the 
smallest capital of the newest 
nation in Africa, Asia or Latin 
America can hook into this fan­ 
tastic sy stem by telephone, 
telety pe or ev en telev ision, if it 
has a g rou nd satellite station. 


These earth stations are not 
prohibitiv ely ex pensiv e. 
They 
cost abou t $4 million. As modern 
technolog y improv es, they are 
g etting smaller and cheaper all 


the time. They are already por­ 
table, and can be folded u p and 
transported in a Boeing 707. 
Henry Kissing er took one 
along with him on his orig inal 
mission to China. He cou ld set 
one u p in the desert in the Mid­ 
dle East, if his shu ttle failed, and 
call secu rely throu g h the 
scrambler sy stem to the White 
Hou se within an hou rs.

This is no secret su per-power 
my stery . The International 
Telecommu nications Satellite 
Org anization (Intelsat) ru ns the 
commu nications satellites and 
sells its serv ice. You hav e to pu t 
more than a dime in the slot, bu t 
if y ou hav e an earth satellite in 
Phnom Penh, and a mob at the 
door, y ou can call u p Secretary 
General Waldheim here at the 
U N., or ev en Henry Kissing er 
after midnig ht on Du mbarton 
Av enu e in Georg etown, and dis­ 
cu ss y ou r problem. 


With this kind of open com- 
m u n ic a tio n s te c h nolog y 
av ailable to ev ery nation in the 
world, it is odd and ev en 
ridicu lou s that wars hav e to start 
or g o on for lack of facts. We 
hav e commu nications bu t we 
don’t commu nicate. “Natu ral 
folly is bad enou g h,” Thomas 
Fu ller observ ed back in 1732, 
“ bu t learned folly is in­ 
tolerable.” 


May be, then, there is a prac­ 
tical role that can be play ed by 
the United Nations, as com­ 
mu nicator or postmaster, if not 
as peacemaker. At San Fran­ 
cisco a g eneration ag o, the U N. 
was conceiv ed as a world 
org anization with its own 
military org anization that cou ld 
impose peace on the world, bu t 
that dream has long since 
v anished. 


Then it was seen as a research 
org anization, g athering the facts 
of impending disasters in a 
hu ng ry world, and as a debating 
society for conflicting .v iews on 
the coming ag e, and occasionally 
as a weak bu t sy mbolic police 
force between contending ar­ 


mies in Cy pru s and the Middle 


East.

Bu t ev en in these limited 
roles, it has been hobbled by the 
m ost 
in a de q u a te 
c o m ­ 
m u nications, and has been 
redu ced to beg g ing Intelsat for 
free access to the world satelhte 
sy stem, which Intelsat refu sed.

The ex perience of the Cambo­ 
dian incident and the Cy pru s war 
between Greece and Tu rkey , 
howev er, su g g ests at least a 
modest remedy . Namely , that an 
earth commu nications satellite 
shou ld be av ailable to ev ery na­ 
tion in the world, financed 
throu g h the United Nations 
bu dg et, so that potential military 
crises can be reported and dealt 
with in time. 
This wou ld be no assu rance 
that inex perienced and tu rbu lent 
rev olu tionary reg imes like the 
Khmer Rou g e in Cambodia 
wou ld pick u p the phone when 
the bell ring s in the Intelsat 
sy stem, bu t at least there wou ld 
be a Une of commu nication that 
mig ht sav e liv es and mig ht ev en 
av oid wars. 
The m ajor pow ers hav e 
re c og niz e d th e need for 
emerg ency “hot lines” to av oid 
m isu nderstanding and ev en 
atomic wars, bu t the ou tlook for 
the fu tu re is for conflict in places 
like Korea, Africa and the Mid­ 
dle East, in many parts of which 
there are no qu ick lines of com­ 
mu nications. 
Secretary General Waldheim 
here at the United Nations is 
eag er to assist in the dev elop­ 
m ent of an early -w arning 
sy stem, bu t he has neither the 
power nor the money to set it 
u p. He needs the su pport, or at 
least the u nderstanding of the 
members of the world org aniza­ 
tion and 
particu larly the 
acqu iescence of the M ajor 
Powers. 


All that is at issu e here is 
m erely th at m odern com ­ 
mu nications shou ld be u sed to 
g et the facts of potential wars to 
the world in time, and that is not 
asking v erv mu ch.

Bikinis Bring Out The Drab Flab 


NEW YORK — The bikini season is 
almost u pon u s. And as we face the first 
long , warm weekend of the y ear, the 
ty pical American female is discov ering 
that ag e has lathered on its larg ess du ring 
the winter months while she was sitting 
arou nd not looking . 


Nasty bu siness, ag e. Weig hty problem, 
thig hs. Qu estionable inv ention, hips . . . 


The women’s mag azines are laden with 
diets to g et u s into the spirit (and rai­ 
m ent) of su m m er, bu t m edical 
au thorities remind u s that there really is 
no painless way to shed the drab flab of 
winter. We spend more than $100 million 
a y ear for weig ht-redu cing pills and 
paraphernalia — and all we do is redu ce 
ou r sav ing s rather than ou r hiplines. 
Better we shou ld sav e that $100 mill on 
food, becau se fasting is faster. 
☆ 
☆ 
☆ 
Ev en massag e, one of the hig her 
priced and hig hly enjoy able techniqu es 
for trimming down, has been repu diated 
by many au thorities. A Dr. William Kalb 
prov ed this point by scientifically testing 
more than a dozen patients throu g h 
“spot-redu cing massag e” sessions. 
For six weeks, he ardu ou sly massag ed 
one arm and one leg of each patient — 
leav ing the other arms and leg s u n­ 
tou ched. 
Withou t diet, their measu rements 
showed no decrease. 


When pu t on a diet, each patient 
showed an ov erall loss of inches; bu t the 
u nmassag ed limbs lost ex actly the same 
inch ag e as th e m assag ed ones. 
Which prov es that the best thing s in life 
are now only ex pensiv e bu t ineffectiv e. 


In an American Medical Association 
pu blication, I read that it is not only 
economically u nwise to spend money for 
diet pills, miracle diets, tonics and 
machines, bu t it is sometimes dang erou s. 


The AMA called redu cing schemes “the 
most lu crativ e of medical frau ds,” and 
ov er-the-cou nter appetite-redu cing pills 
“an amalg am of ju nk.” 
It is tru e that some redu cing aids may 
bring abou t a temporary weig ht redu c­ 
tion, say doctors in the Consu mer Union 
book, “The Medicine Show” — bu t 
probably this is in larg e part becau se 
“their u se helps to pu t the ov erweig ht in­ 
div idu al in the proper frame of mind to 
cu t down on intake of food.” Bu t it 
doesn’t last. 


Nor do fad diets last. Ov er the 
g enerations, there hav e been endless 
v arieties of “new and rev olu tionary ” 
diets (they pop u p as reg u larly as flowers 
in the spring ) — the milk diet, the banana 
diet, the hig h-fat diet, the low-fat diet, 
the Rockefeller Diet, the Stillman, Atkins 
and ev ery body -else diets. All of them 
hav e thou sands of enthu siastic followers. 
And all of them pass into history , once 
their followers watch their weig ht fade 
tem porarily , and then come back 
relentlessly .

Ex ercise is helpfu l for losing inches, 
bu t the distressing fact is that a v ig orou s 
squ ash racqu ets g ame with activ e play 
lasting 30 nu nu tes can resu lt in an ex pen­ 
ditu re of 300 calories — the same net 
calorie loss that is accomplished merely 
by say ing , “no, thanks” to a slice of 
lemon mering u e pie. 


As “ The .Medicine Show” states 
clearly : “the best resu lts for the least cost 
to health and pocketbook can be obtained 
by long -term calorie restriction, reg u lar 
and well-balanced meals, and moderate 
ex ercise. 


“For permanent resu lts, obese people 
mu st chang e their life sty les — per­ 
manently .” 


That sou nds like the hard way . Bu t it’s 
the only way , for now. In the fu tu re, 
medical science may find a g enu ine 
"cu re” for ov erweig ht. One of the chief 
researchers into that cu re, Dr. Ju les 
Hirsch of N.Y.C.'s Rockefeller Univ ersity 
Hospital, has discov ered throu g h ex ten­ 
siv e research that fat patients hav e not 
only ex tra-larg e fat cells in the body , bu t 
also an increased nu mber of fat cells: As 
patients lose weig ht on a medically su per­ 
v ised diet, the size of each fat cell 
decreases — bu t the nu mber of cells 
remains the same. 


When he and other researchers find ou t 
why this shou ld be, Dr. Hirsch has said, 
"we ll knock obesity off the charts as 
America’s Nu mber One health problem.” 


Meantime, sav e on calories and costs 
by av oiding the fads and pills. And 
remember that, fortu nately , beau ty is 
only skin deep — and bikinis are for 
show-offs!

Survive? 


T H E L II ^ C O L M S T A R 
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WASHINGTON - President 
Ford is schedu led to attend a 
NATO su mmit conference in 
Bru ssels May 29-30 and then fly 
on to Salzbu rg , Madrid and 
Rom e before retu rning to 
Washing ton. 
Su mmit meeting s u su ally are 
ceremonial affairs where heads 
of g ov ernment sig n ag reements 
reached earlier at a lower 
diplo m a tic 
le v e l. 
T he 
forthcoming NATO su mmit in 
B ru ssels prom ise s to be 
different. For one thing , less 
than a fu ll com plem ent of 
g ov ernment leaders will be on 
hand. And they are ex pected to 
ag ree on little more than a 
declaration of faith in the 26- 
y ear-old military alliance. 
NATO has been in disarray for 
sev eral y ears, bu t ev ents of the 
last 10 months hav e su bjected it 
to almost intolerable strain. 
Greece, ang ered by the Tu rkish 
inv asion of Cy pru s, withdrew 
from the NATO Deifense Plan­ 
ning Committee last September. 
Variou s Tu rkish officials su b­ 
sequ ently indicated that their 
cou ntry also was reassessing its 
ties to the alliance. 


Fra nce, mea nwhile, co ntinues 
to pla y the ro le o f ma v erick. It 
will be represented a t the sum­ 
mit by Fo reig n Minister J ea n 


Sau v ag narg u es instead of by 
P re sident 
V alery 
G iscard 
d’Estaing or Premier Jacqu es 
Chirac. 


Fu rthermore, Portu g al’s com­ 
mitment to NATO is now in 
qu estion as a resu lt of last y ear’s 
cou p by leftist military officers. 
NATO officials are concerned 
abou t mou nting commu nist in­ 
flu ence in P ortu ^l despite the 
party ’s disappointing showing in 
recent elections for a constitu ent 
assembly . 


Italy is still another potential 
tro u ble spot on N A TO ’s 


sou thern flank. If a Commu nist- 
Christian Democratic coaUtion 
g ov ernment shou ld come to 
power, as some observ ers fear, 
Italy mig ht drift away from 
NATO and into neu tralism.

Eu ropean members of NATO 
a re w orried m ost of all, 
howev er, abou t the United 
States. G ov ernm ent leaders 
pu bUcly insist that American set­ 
backs in Indochina and the Mid­ 
dle East hav e not diminished the 
credibility of U.S. commitments 
to Eu rope. Bu t the Eu ropean 


press has written ex tensiv ely 
abou t "fading ” American power 
and a possible U.S. retreat into 
isolationism. 
A recent Harris Su rv ey con­ 
du cted on behalf of the Chicag o 
Cou ncil on Foreig n Affairs 
seemed to confirm Eu ropean 
fears. Only 39% of those polled 
were in fav or of American help 
for Western Eu rope in case of an 
attack by the Sov iet Union. That 
percentag e dropped to 34 if the 
targ et was West Berlin. 
“One cannot help wondering ,” 
Andre Fontaine wrote in the 
Paris newspaper Le Monde, “ .. 
. whether the United States is in 
the process of g iv ing u p the role 
of world policeman it bad taken 
on, and if so, what its im­ 
plications are for Eu rope and 
the rest of the world.”

President Ford no dou bt will 
try to reassu re America’s NATO 
partners when he attends the 
Bru ssels su mmit.

Eu ropean NATO 
members are still distu rbed by 
the United States’ failu re to con­ 
su lt with them du ring the Middle 
East war of October, 1973, and 
by the bitter recriminations that 
followed.

Tietjen spoke to about 130 


people Sunday afternoon in the 
Gateway Auditorium at the 
Gateway Shopping Center He is 
the central figure in a doctrinal 
dispute that surfaced within the 
Missouri Synod in 1974 


Tietjen was suspended as 


president of Concordia Seminary 
in St Louis, Mo, on Jan 21, 
1974, for subscribing to allegedly 
false doctrine and administrative 
malfeasance A central part of 
the controversy was the Missouri 
Synod s insistence that the first 
three chapters of Genesis be 
taken literally rather then sym- 
bolically

ViMting hours have long been over 
The mam lobby at St Elizabeth's Community 


Health Center was quiet and empty. Even the gift 
shop was locked and dark. 


Yet, only a short distance from the mam lobby, 


things were happening m labor room No 802. 


It was 1.30 a m. The final countdown had 


begun 


Having arrived at the hospital shortly after 1 


a m.. expectant parents, John and Mary Bills, were 
talking and laughing in the labor room. Their con- 
versation was, interrupted every four to five 
minutes by a labor contraction 


Anxious, yet calm, the couple discussed the 


odds of having a son 


'It's one twin," joked the obstetrics nurse, as 


she listened to the fetal heartbeat. "There's a 50-50 
chance for a boy " 


"There's ALWAYS a 50-50 chance for a boy!" 


the waiting father retorted. 


' Just so it's healthy." Mary said, looking 


toward her husband, who quietly agreed. 


Making a note of the time on the wall clock, 


John moved closer to the bed Another contraction 
had begun 


In studied concentration, Mary heard only his 


voice, saw only one focal point on the black wall in 
tront of her. 


"15 seconds, 30 seconds, 60 seconds . . ." he 


counted, timing the contraction. 


As the contraction's intensity increased, Mary 


accelerated her breathing to work with the contrac- 
tion, not against it; to "keep above" any discom- 
fort. 


In less than two minutes, her breathing 


returned to normal. The contraction had subsided. 


The conversation resumed, less animated now, 


because the time of birth was a few minutes and 
one contraction closer. 


Mary rolled onto her side, allowing John to 


massage her tense back. He continued the comfor- 
ting massage until asked to leave when the doctor 
arrived to examine his patient. 


Still dressed hi street clothes, Dr. Nathan 


Simon would be garbed in a standard green surgical 
gown the next time John saw him. 


"She's at seven centimeters," said Mrs. Phyllis 


Kenney RN, emerging from the labor room. "We 
broke her bag of water, so we better get you 
changed." 


With the cervix (the uterus opening) at seven 


centimeters, it would only be a matter of minutes 
before it was fully dilated to 10 centimeters — 
about the size of a man's palm, including thumb — 
and large enough for the baby to squeeze through. 


While Mary was being prepared for delivery, 


John donned the sterile delivery room apparel — 


pants, shirt, cap, mask and paper shoe covers. 


He would be present in the delivery room to 


support and aid Mary throughout the birth. 


Hailed by Mrs. Kenney, John entered the 


delivery room. Although typically sterile-looking, it 
was amazingly void of complex equipment. 


"What time will the baby be born?" he 


promptly asked Dr. Simon, challenging him to 
make a guess. 


"Three forty two," Simon responded off the 


top of his head. 


But there were only a few minutes for light 


conversation. The real work had begun. 


"At the next contraction, really bear down, 


Photos on facing page. 


Mary, because you are almost fully dilated," Dr. 
Simon calmly instructed. 


The first sign of a contraction. Awake, alert, 


Mary took a "cleansing breath," inhaling deeply 
through the nose, exhaling through the mouth. 


His head bent down, his lips close to his wife's 


ear, John said calmly but firmly, "Big breath, 
Mary, big breath." 


She breathed deeply, held it John lifted her 


head and neck, to help her push 


"One, two, three, four, five, six, seven, eight, 


nine, ten." he said in her ear. timing the push. 


She relaxed, uncurled her head and neck, lay 


back and asked for a wet cloth to wipe her red and 
perspiring face. 


"Real good, Mary, real good," Dr. Simon 


praised "Now, here's the episiotomy." 


After administering a local anesthetic, Dr. 


Simon cut a small incision (episiotomy) in the 
perineum — the small area of skin between the • 
vagina and rectum — to make a larger opening for 
the soon-to-be-born infant. 


Averting her attention from the important ac- 


tivity at hand, Mary turned to John and asked, "Is 
our tape recorder on?" It was; ready to capture 
and preserve the moment of birth. 


The baby had crowned now — the top of its 


head was showing through the dilated cervix. 
Another contraction, one of the final ones, com- 
menced. 


A cleansing breath, a deep breath Hold it! 
Mary tucked her head and neck, gripped the 


delivery table handles and pushed. 


"One, two, three ..." the cadence began. 
Mary's air-filled lungs pushed her diapram 


down applying pressure to the uterus. 


PUSH! PUSH! PUSH' 
"Four, five, six . . ." John coached. 
"Don't push anymore!" Dr. Simon com- 


manded. 


Still feeling the urge to push, Mary resorted to 


short, rapid blowing, a technique used to pull the 
diaphram up and off the uterus. 


Dr. Simon gently worked the head out of the 


birth canal. 


"Okay Mary, let's have a big push for the 


shoulders," Simon said. 


Supported by John. Mary curled again and 


pushed. The shoulders were free, then the torso, 
then the legs. 


The time was 3.48 a.m. 
"Another girl. A big girl," Simon told the 


anxious parents, biting the child high so they Could 
get their first look 


The mucus was extracted from her nose, throat 


and mouth. The infant let out a healthy wail 


"How do you feel?" John asked Mary. 
"Worn out," she sighed. 
After severing the umbilical cord, Dr. Simon 


placed the newborn on the mother's stomach 


"It's Emily," Mother Bills said. "It's Emily 


Cjersten. She has a cleft chin." 


Emily — all nine pounds, two and one-half 


ounces of her — was then placed in an infant 
warmer, so Mary could finish her work. 


One more push to expel the placenta and she 


could rest for awhile. 


Her work completed, Mary lay back again. 


Soon she would be holding her daughter in her 
arms. 


"All we have to do is knit one, purl two and 


we'll be done," Simon said as he mended the inci- 
sion he had made. 


John wandered over to the cradle to marvel 


over his new and second daughter — one he 
thought surely would be a son.

Having arrived at the hospital shortly after 1 
a.m., expectant parents, John and Mary Bills, were 
talking and laughing in the labor room. Their con­ 
versation was, interrupted every four to five 
minutes by a labor contraction. 
Anxious, yet calm, the couple discussed the 
odds of having a son. 
'It’s one twin.” joked the obstetrics nurse, as 
she listened to the fetal heartbeat. ‘‘There’s a 50-50 
chance for a boy.” 
‘‘There’s ALWAYS a 50-50 chance for a boy!”

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For Ruhnke, Happiness Is 
Assuming Responsibilities 
tome

Happiness is ... 
For Arnold Ruhnke happiness is assuming the respon- 


sibility which goes with being a Nebraskan. 


Be it by preservation of the state's natural beauty 


through the handcrafting of wood and rocks, or through the 
formulation of laws under which the state is governed, 
Ruhnke believes in doing his part. 


A farmer, active participant in farm organizations, state 


senator and lobbyist, Ruhnke believes in taking pride in 
being a Nebraskan and doing something about it. 


Ruhnke served in the Legislature for 14 years, represen- 


ting basically the rural interests, and in 1968 became the 
executive director of the Nebraska Association of County Of- 
ficials. 


In addition to that capacity, Ruhnke spends his spare 


hours cutting and polishing stones and doing woodworking — 
all with Nebraska rocks and natural woods, which he gathers 
himself. 


"I guess you take some sort of personal pride in doing 


things which are lasting," Ruhnke said in reference to 
legislation as well as to handcrafting. He hopes the latter will 
be handed down through his family. 


Woodworking is a hobby of many, but not many start 


with the raw wood as Ruhnke does. 


Using only woods native to Nebraska. Ruhnke scours the 


areas along creeks in his home Jefferson County for broken 
and dead trees and takes the potential woods which commer- 
cial companies won't buy. 


"I don't believe in cutting down good, healthy trees," he 


said, noting that the black walnut of which he is particularly 
fond is not plentiful. 


Unless the trees are at least 14 inches in diameter, the 


commercial companies leave them, he said, adding that he 
utilizes many of the smaller trees and then laminates the 
wood in furniture making. 


It all started with the framing of pictures, Ruhnke 


recalls. 


"I had purchased for a small price some prints on canvas 


in conjunction with a savings company promotion, and went 
to have them framed commercially," he said. 


Ruhnke said when he found out how much commercial 


framing costs, "I thought surely I could do it myself." 


"So I gathered the wood, took it to a sawmill and had it 


cut and then planed and put it by a heating unit at home to 
draw out the moisture." he said. 


After successfully framing several pictures, Ruhnke 


decided to try his talents on a larger scale. 


When he assumed the responsibilities as exeuctive direc- 


tor of the Nebraska Association of County Officials, Ruhnke 
began making office accessories, including frames for pic- 
tures, a waste basket, bookends, letter tray and a table. 


He later undertook larger projects, including a clock of 


native Nebraska walnut, some desks, a bed and more recent- 
ly a dresser. 


These pieces of furniture he hopes will be handed down 


to his three children and then his 10 grandchildren, Ruhnke 
said. 


"My father came here from Germany," he recalls, ad- 


ding that he was brought up to appreciate the opportunities 
here. 


Although his father was not a supporter of politics, 


Ruhnke says that his father's appreciation for the oppor- 
tunities available in a democratic society stirred his interest 
in working to build and preserve a better Nebraska. 


During Ruhnke's tenure as a state senator, Lincoln Star 


Staffer Don Walton wrote in his "On Target" column that 
Ruhnke's voice "was always heard on the big ones. His con- 
stitutents are always well-represented. 


" . . . almost alone, Ruhnke has actively attempted to 


represent the general public, the people, the consumer in the 
consideration of complicated, eleventh hour legislation..." 
Walton stated. 


Ruhnke was also cited as an outstanding senator by his 


colleagues in 1964. 


Serving as a state senator was a "tremendously 


satisfying experience." Ruhnke recalls, but contends he also 
enjoys the legislative process from the other side. 


Having spent 14 years as a state senator and eight years 


in his present position, Ruhnke says, "some issues make you 
want to get back in there." 


The 22-year veteran of the legislative process feels that 


bringing the issues to the county officials and then en- 
couraging them to contact their respective senators is the 
most effective means of doing the job. 


"I try to make good presentations and get the best infor- 


mation to the senators at public hearings on bills affecting 
counties," he said. 


He said he attempts to keep the officials informed of the 


progress of bills and the attitudes of the senators on the 
proposed legislation. 


"I pay more attention to constitutents," which is not 


very different from serving in the Legislature, he said, noting 
that he placed prime emphasis on constituents when a 


i senator.

Graduates Of School Of Design 
Can Sleep On Diplomas (Really!) 


Providence, R.I. (UPI) — The 450 graduates 


of the Rhode Island School of Design can sleep 
with their 1975 diplomas or even use them as 
briefcases. 


They are stuffed pillows created by senior 


Ken Cooper, the latest in a line of unusual 
diplomas given School of Design graduates in ad- 
dition to the paper diplomas handed out at com- 
mencement. 


His creation was chosen last fall in a competi- 


tion where the runnerup was a diploma printed 
on a T-shirt. 


"RISD has been doing various diplomas for 


every year. I wanted to do a three-dimensional 
one as an art piece for each person," Cooper said 
Thursday as he began work on the last batch. 


"Since I'm in textiles, I naturally thought in 


that direction. I decided a stuffed, quilted 
diploma would be very interesting," he said. 


Last year, the graduates got large, ap- 


piopriately inscribed cookie diplomas baked in 
.school ovens. The ovens, used to cure ceramics, 
had some poisons in them — so eating the 
diplomas was discouraged. 


Previous diplomas included one with a nude 


painted on it, one inscribed with pictures of a 
diploma written in the sky and another framed in 
neon lights. 


Cooper, 22, of Trumbull, Conn, has worked 


on the project for several months with a budget of 


$1.000 to buy 190 yards of stuffing, 250 yards of 
heavy muslin and the 450 school of design ribbons 
and seal pins to be attached to each pillow. 


He gets three credits for the work which in- 


cludes silkscreening each diploma and having the 
individual students's name printed on them. 


"I made this diploma so the paper one would 


fit inside it if they choose to. My pet idea is to use 
it as a briefcase and carry your papers from job to 
job," Cooper said. 


Most seniors like his creations, "but it was 


very hard in an art school to choose colors. You 
can never please everyone," he said. 


So the pillow-diplomas come in a 30 different 


colors.

“I d o n ’t believ e in cu ttin g d o wn go o d , healthy trees,” he 
said , n o tin g that the black waln u t o f which he is p articu larly 
fo n d is n o t p len tifu l. 
Un less the trees are at least 14 in ches in d iameter, the 
co mmercial co mp an ies leav e them, he said , ad d in g that he 
u tilizes man y o f the smaller trees an d then lamin ates the 
wo o d in fu rn itu re mak in g. 
It all started with the framin g o f p ictu res, Ru hn k e 
recalls. 
"I had p u rchased fo r a small p rice so me p rin ts o n can v as 
in co n ju n ctio n with a sav in gs co mp an y p ro mo tio n , an d wen t 
to hav e them framed co mmercially ,” he said . 
Ru hn k e said when he fo u n d o u t ho w mu ch co mmercial 
framin g co sts, ‘‘I tho u ght su rely I co u ld d o it my self.” 
“So I gathered the wo o d , to o k it to a sawmill an d had it 
cu t an d then p lan ed an d p u t it by a heatin g u n it at ho me to 
d raw o u t the mo istu re,” he said . 
After su ccessfu lly framin g sev eral p ictu res, Ru hn k e 
d ecid ed to try his talen ts o n a larger scale. 
When he assu med the resp o n sibilities as ex eu ctiv e d irec­ 
to r o f the Nebrask a Asso ciatio n o f Co u n ty Officials, Ru hn k e 
began mak in g o ffice accesso ries, in clu d in g frames fo r p ic­ 
tu res, a waste bask et, bo o k en d s, letter tray an d a table. 


He later u n d erto o k larger p ro jects, in clu d in g a clo ck o f 
n ativ e Nebrask a waln u t, so me d esk s, a bed an d mo re recen t­ 
ly a d resser. 
These p ieces o f fu rn itu re he ho p es will be han d ed d o wn 
to his three child ren an d then his 10 gran d child ren , Ru hn k e 
said . 


“My father came here fro m German y ,” he recalls, ad ­ 
d in g that he was bro u ght u p to ap p reciate the o p p o rtu n ities 
here. 


Altho u gh his father was n o t a su p p o rter o f p o litics, 
Ru hn k e say s that his father’s ap p reciatio n fo r the o p p o r­ 
tu n ities av ailable in a d emo cratic so ciety stirred his in terest 
in wo rk in g to bu ild an d p reserv e a better Nebrask a. 


Du rin g Ru hn k e’s ten u re as a state sen ato r, Lin co ln Star 
Staffer Do n Walto n wro te in his “On Target” co lu mn that 
Ru hn k e’s v o ice “was alway s heard o n the big o n es. His co n - 
stitu ten ts are alway s well-rep resen ted . 
“ . . . almo st alo n e, Ru hn k e has activ ely attemp ted to 
rep resen t the gen eral p u blic, the p eo p le, the co n su mer in the 
co n sid eratio n o f co mp licated , elev en th ho u r legislatio n .. 
Walto n stated . 
Ru hn k e was also cited as an o u tstan d in g sen ato r by his 
co lleagu es in 1964. 


Serv in g as a state sen ato r was a “tremen d o u sly 
satisfy in g ex p erien ce,” Ru hn k e recalls, bu t co n ten d s he also 
en jo y s the legislativ e p ro cess fro m the o ther sid e. 
Hav in g sp en t 14 y ears as a state sen ato r an d eight y ears 
in his p resen t p o sitio n , Ru hn k e say s, “so me issu es mak e y o u 
wan t to get back in there.” 


The 22 -y ear v eteran o f the legislativ e p ro cess feels that 
brin gin g the issu es to the co u n ty o fficials an d then en ­ 
co u ragin g them to co n tact their resp ectiv e sen ato rs is the 
mo st effectiv e mean s o f d o in g the jo b. 
“I try to mak e go o d p resen tatio n s an d get the best in fo r­ 
matio n to the sen ato rs at p u blic hearin gs o n bills affectin g 
co u n ties,” he said . 


He said he attemp ts to k eep the o fficials in fo rmed o f the 
p ro gress o f bills an d the attitu d es o f the sen ato rs o n the 
p ro p o sed l^islatio n . 
“I p ay mo re atten tio n to co n stitu ten ts,” which is n o t 
v ery d ifferen t fro m serv in g in the Legislatu re, he said , n o tin g 
that he p laced p rime emp hasis o n co n stitu en ts when a 
sen ato r.

Americans favors legalized abor- 
tions for women who are not 
more than three months preg- 
nant. 


These latest results represent 


the greatest public support for 
abortion ever recorded by the 
Harris Survey and a marked 
change of public opinion since 
1972, 
when 46-42% opposed 


abortion of a three-month-old 
fetus. 


These results are also sur- 


prising because of the present 
controversy surrounding "late" 
abortions of women who are 
three to six months pregnant. 
Although the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled in favor of abortions 
up to three months of a woman's 
pregnancy, it allows indivudal 
states to determine the legality 
oi abortions beyond that point. 


Although most Americans 


agree with the Supreme Court 
ruling, a substantial, 68-207« 
majority still opposes legalizing 
"late" abortion.

—The three-month limit 


stipulated by Americans is based

that "medically, up to three 
months of pregnancy, the 
dangers of an abortion are very 
slight."

willing to accept early abortion, 
they adhere to a tradiUonal, anti- 
abortion stance for a fetus in 
later development and could opt 
for more stringent laws for 
"late" abortion.

These latest results represent 
the greatest public support for 
abortion ever recorded by the 
Harris Survey and a marked 
change of pubhc opinion since 
1972, when 46-42% opposed 
abortion of a three-month-old 
fetus. 
These results are also sur­ 
prising because of the present 
controversy surrounding “late” 
abortions of women who are 
three to six months pregnant. 
Although the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled in favor of abortions 
up to three months of a woman’s 
pregnancy, it allows indivudal 
states to determine the legality 
of abortions beyond that point. 
Although most Americans 
agree with the Supreme Court 
ruling, a substantial, 68-20% 
majority still opposes legalizing 
“late” abortion. 
The main arguments in behalf 
of legalized abortions up to three 
months of pregnancy are: 
—A 73-19?o majority feels that 
“unless abortions are legalized, 
many women will die from 
having illegal and badly done 
abortions.” 
—A 65-27% majority believes 
that “as long as a doctor has 
been consulted, the matter of an 
abortion is only a question of a 
woman’s decision with her doc­ 
tor’s professional advice.” 
—The three-month limit 
stipulated by Americans is based 
upon a 62-15% majority view 
that “medically, up to three 
months of pregnancy, the 
dangers of an abortion are very 
slight.” 
Recently, the Harris Survey 
asked in person a cross section of 
1,578 adults nationwide; 
“In 1973, the U.S. Supreme 
Court decided state laws that 


made it illegal for a woman to 
have an abortion up to three 
months of pregnancy were un­ 
constitutional and that the deci­ 
sion on whether a woman should 
have an abortion up to three 
months of pregnancy should be 
left to the woman and her doctor 
to decide. In general, do you 
favor or oppose the U.S.

The key difference in public 


attitude between early and late 
abortions is obviously its belief 
that a fetus of three months or 
more is a human and if aborted, 
has been murdered. A BO-28% 
majority believes that “it is 
against God’s will to destroy any 
human life, including that of an 
unborn baby.” 
Thus, although Americans are 
willing to accept early abortion, 
they adhere to a traditional, anti­ 
abortion stance for a fetus in 
later development and could opt 
for more stringent laws for 
“late” abortion.

Gain Plains Win

Tom Sieckman and Larry Sock returned to Nebraska golf 


with a vengeance, firing a blistering best-ball 61 over the rugged 
Pioneers Golf Course Sunday to claim the Great Plains cham- 
pionship. 


"We were really fired up 


for this tournament," Sieckman 
said following the victory. 
"Neither of us played any golf 
in tournaments this spring (in 
Oklahoma) and all we talked 
about all spring was how we 
wanted to win here." 


At first, however, it seemed 


as if the duo would finish in se- 
cond or third place. During the 
first day's round Saturday, 
Sieckman and Sock were two 
strokes behind Dan Bahensky 
and Ken Deckert. 


"The weather made a big 


difference," Sieckman said. 
"Yesterday, we had a late tee time and finished the last three 
holes in the dark. That made us take a few more putts than we 
would have." 


Individually, Sieckman fired a 63 over the 6,308 yard par 71 


course. Sock came through with an individual 67, collecting a 
couple of birdies that lowered the best-ball score to a 61 coupled 
with the 67 on Saturday for a two-day total of 128. Deckert and 
Bahensky fired 65s for both days 


After the first nine holes on 


Sunday, Sieckman and Sock had 
picked up one stroke on 
Bahensky and Deckert, but both 
rocketed their drives into the 
treacherous rough on No. 10. 
Both, however, made great 
recovery shots to Claim birdies. 


From that point on, they 


could do no wrong. On No. 14, a 
normal 289-yard par four but 
playing roughly 310 with the tee 
box moved back, Sieckman 
rifled his drivfe to within five 
yards of the green and chipped 
in for an eagle. The feat was 
made even more difficult by the 
heavy wind blowing straight into his face. 


"I hit that ball about as good as I could." Sieckman said. "I 


was playing into the wind, too. I took the pin out for my second 
shot and chipped in about twelve feet out" 


Sock said the only trouble they seemed to have was with the 


greens — slower and grainy. 


"We played good the whole tournament," Sock said. "We 


were a little down about yesterday's game, but we came back 
strong today. 


"No bogeys helps," he grinned. "Plus we had a few good 


bounces. That cut our putting down. We had a lot less putts than 
we did yesterday." 


"This course is a lot easier than Holmes." Sieckman said. 


"It's shorter so if you hit the ball good ... staright and far, then 
it's easier. But that rough . . . 


"I think the greens were a little difficult." he said. "They're 


awful grainy and bumpy. You have to be real careful when you 
read them." 


"We were really lucky," Sock said. "Neither of us had any 


bogeys. That way. one of us was sure of getting a birdie and 
wouldn't put any pressure on the other guy. The pressure really 
mounts when your partner bogeys and you're fighting to save 
par. We didn't have to do that."

'Incredible Feats7 Aid 
Golden State's Sweep 


LANDOVER, Md. (AP) - "This is one of the 


most incredible feats in sports history," exulted 
Golden State Coach Al Attles after his Warriors 
had climaxed their rags-to-riches saga with a 96- 
95 victory over the Washington Bullets Sunday 
and won the National Basketball Association 
championship. 


In registering their fourth straight victory 


over the beleaguered Bullets and completing 
only the third four-game sweep in NBA title 
history, the remarkable Warriors staged an- 
other dramatic comeback, overcoming a 14- 
point second-period deficit. 


This was the third time in the series that the 


Warriors had rallied from huge deficit. 


"Words are totally inadequate to describe my 


feelings at this point," said usually volatile Rick 
Barry, the Warrior's scoring leader with 20 
points for the game, and the Most Valuable 
Player in the series. 


Barry, soaked with champagne and 


savoring a victory cigar in the comedic fashion 
of Groucho Marx, then began talking rapid-fire. 


"When we made the run at them, they died 


again." he said. "They're supposed to be the 
experienced team, but they played more like a 
young, inexperienced team. 


"This was incredible. I've come close to win- 


ning championships before (in the NBA) but 
this is the first time I'm on a winner. It's a great 
feeling. There's nothing like it." 


Franklin Mieuli. the fun-loving 
Warriors' 


owner, stood amidst a huge group of well- 
wishers in the Golden State dressing room, 
accepting congratulations. His clothes wet from 
the continuous outpouring of champagne, 
Mieuli said. "I think it was apropos that we 
should come back and win the game in the 
manner that we did. 


"My cup runneth over," he said with a smile. 


"This was the first game in the series in which 


we fell behind that I 'felt we were scared," ad- 
mitted veteran Jeff Mullins. "We didn't seem to 
have the confidence that we had in the earlier 
games after we got behind. We looked like we 
were going to panic, but we got ourselves 
together and did the job." 


"I'm very ecstatic," said Bill Bridges, whom 


the Warriors signed March 1, the final day for 
signing players who would be eligible for the 
playoffs. "When I signed, I felt there was a 
chance for a championship in the future ..." 


Butch Beard, playing his best game of the 


series, was the Warriors' late hero, scoring 
Golden State's last four points. 


Not only was the Warriors' sweep a 


remarkable achievement, but just the fact that 
they beat the heavily favored Bullets was one of 
the most incredible achievements in basketball 
history. 


Rick Barry, voted the Most Valuable Player 


in the championship series, paced the Warriors 
with 20 points, giving him 118 for the series. 


Phil Chenier was high for the Bullets with 26 


points, while Kevin Porter and Wes Unseld 
scored 19 apiece. 


For the third time in the series, the Warriors 


had to overcome a huge deficit. This time it was 
14 points in the second quarter, when they 
trailed 36-22. 


In Game 1. they trailed by 16 points in the 


third quarter before winning 101-95. In Game 2. 
they were behind by 13 points in the second 
period before rolling to a 92-91 victory. 


They took the third game 109-101, leading in 


that one most of the way. 


In Sunday's game, they never led until three 


minutes remained in the third quarter, when 
Phil Smith's jump shot put them ahead 66-65. 


But in the final quarter, the Bullets surged 


ahead by eight points late in the period before 
the Warriors began their winning comeback. 


The Warriors were down 92-84, but then ran 


off eight consecutive points—six by Keith 
Wilkes and two by Beard—tying the score 92-92. 


After Elvin Hayes" foul shot with 1:55 left 


gave the Bullets a one-point lead. Beard came 
back 10 seconds later with a field goal, putting 
Golden State in front 94-93. 


Washington's Dick Gibbs, a little-used 


reserve, muffed a chance to put the Bullets in 
front, missing an easy layup with 1:05 to play. 
Beard then closed out the Golden State scoring 
with a free throw with 19 seconds remaining 
and another foul shot with nine seconds left. 
Unseld brought the Bullets to within one point 
with a tap-in with One second left, but it was too 
late. 


Beard finished with 16 points, and Wilkes and 


Clifford Ray each had 12.

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'Breaks'Give Unser 
Indy 500 Victory 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Bob- 


by Unser, a raw-boned and 
hungry veteran, took advantage 
of a rapid series of breaks on a 
hot and humid Sunday and won 
his second Indianapolis 500 amid 
the mass confusion of a 
thunderstorm that stopped the 
race 65 miles short of com- 
pletion. 


Unser, 41, from Albuquerque, 


N.M., joined his younger broth- 
er Al as a two-time winner of the 
Indy, cut short for only the 
fourth time in its 59-year history 
and one in which favored A. J. 
Foyt failed to reach his dream of 
a fourth victory. 


The rain came suddenly and 


hard, slowing the cars to a snail's 
pace and turning the world's 
most famous and prestigious 
auto race into a comedy of 
errors, and officials ended it at 
435 miles on the 174th of 200 
scheduled laps. 


Unofficially the race was 


timed 2 hours, 54 minutes, 55 
seconds for an average speed of 
149.213 miles an hour. 


Unser. who won this $1 mil- 


lion event seven years ago, said 
he was driving on the back- 
stretch on the 171st lap when 
former driving great Dan-Gur- 
ney, who built and prepared the 
winning car, messaged him it 
was raining on the front part of 
the track. 


He noted that he had just 


made a pit stop and said, "I 
don't believe we would have had 
to make any more ... I think we 
were on our way anyway." 


Perhaps. But running in the 


same lap with the winner were 
runnerup and defending cham- 
pion Johnny Rutherford and 
Foyt, the 40-year-old millionaire 
Texan, both of whom could easi- 
ly have won if Unser had 
faltered. 


The end was perhaps one of 


the strangest developments ever 
at this old famous Brickyard. 
The rain made the sleek. $100,- 
000 racing machines almost in- 
capable of operating. Steve 
Krisiloff wound up the race with 
his car sitting backwards on the 
straightaway as he frantically 
waved at the drivers coming 
toward him. And three other 
cars came together in a minor 
fender-bender. 


Two hours later, as the sky 


cleared and the track dried, 
there were questions raised as to 
why officials did not stop the 
race and see if it could be re- 
started. Chief Steward Tom Bin- 
ford, who made the race-ending 
decision, said: 


"There was no assurance it 


would dry, no assurance that it 
would not start raining again. In 
my mind, to stop it and then 
have a 65-mile sprint race didn't 
meet the requirements." 


Though they did not imme- 


diately say anything about it, it 
was likely that Rutherford and 
Foyt might have disagreed. 


Unser said the only trouble he 


experienced during the race was 
in losing pressure from one of 
his tires. "We kept changing the 
wrong one, and I couldn't seem 
to figure out where it was. The 
car was bouncing around." 


The race was heartbreaking 


for 
the 
38-year-old 
veteran 


Wally Dallenbach, who led for 96 
laps before falling out to engine 
trouble 10 laps before the rain 
hit, only 10 or 15 minutes 
separating him from fortune. 


"It's a shame," Dallenbach 


said. "The car was running like a 
dream, and I'm sure we could 
have gone the rest of the way 
like that." 


The race was marred only by 


one serious accident, which left 
driver Tom Sneva with serious 
burns over his hands, face, chest 
and legs. It originally was 
planned to transfer him to the 
University of Michigan Burn 
Center at Ann Arbor, Mich., but 
doctors decided late Sunday his 
injuries did not warrant it. 


Sneva's wife Sharon said he 


received his worst burns on the 
fingers of his right hand, but 
they appeared to be no worse 
than if they had been placed in a 
hot skillet. 


Unser took his victory lap 


around the 2'2-mile asphalt 
track in the pace car after the 
rain slowed to a drizzle and most 
of the nearly half a million spec- 
tators were on their way home, 
tearing down fences and creating 
one of the world's largest traffic 
jams in the process. 


Unser's sleek, brilliant blue 


car, an Offenhauser-Eagle, took 
the checkered flag during the 
downpour at less than 40 miles 
an hour. The goofy ending put a 
damper on one of the best con- 
tested races in a number of 
years, one started in brilliant 
sunshine and torrid heat that 
sent about 100 people to the 
track hospital with heat prost- 
ration. 


Unser dueled Foyt. Ruther- 


ford and Dallenbach right from 


the start. 


Foyt, in search of an un- 


precedented fourth victory at In- 
dianapolis, was frustrated for 
the eighth straight year as he 
experienced tire problems after 
leading 51 of the first 60 laps. 


Dallenbach, 
a 
journeyman 


driver, took the lead at lap No. 
60 and held it, with the ex- 
ception of pit stops, until he 
burned a piston on the 161st lap. 
Until then, he looked a sure 
winner. 


Both Foyt and Dallenbach 


found their trouble at the scene 
of the day's only serious wreck 
which involved Sneva. a 26year- 
old junior high school princi- 
ple from Spokane, Wash. 


The accident occurred in the 


127th lap. bringing out the fourth 
of the day's five caution flags. 
Sneva tangled with rookie Eldon 
Rasmussen in turn two, with 
Sneva's car hurtling into and 
onto the outside wall, bursting 
into flame and spinning upside 
down on the wall, scattering 
spectators. 


The youngster, who finished 


20th in his only other start here, 
had to be pryed out of his car 
with a hydraulic spreader. Mike 
Hiss, the" 1972 rookie of the year 
at Indy, and rookie Larry McCoy 
also hit the wall in turn three in 
separate accidents, but neither 
was seriously injured. 


The Sneva-Rasmussen crash 


spewed oil onto the track and 
forced the cars still running to 
either go up near the outside 
wall or run through the infield 
grass.

Promised City, Prince Astro Provide Storybook Match-Up

Omaha — If you wanted a storybook 


match between two horses, you could not 
have picked a better one than the 
expected duel between Prince Astro and 
Promised City. 


Those two standouts head an 11-horse 


field seeking the winner's share of the 
$25,000-added King's Handicap on Mon- 
day's Memorial Day program here at Ak- 
Sar-Ben. Here are the particulars which 
make those two foes such an interesting 
comparison: 


PRINCE ASTRO — A six-year-old 


horse that is best known for his sprinting 
abilities. He finished third in last year's 
$55,887.50 Board of Governors' Handicap 
at Ak-Sar-Ben over a mile and one- 
sixteenth. But he has not run a mile since 
Aug. 18 last year when he won at Hazel 
Park. 


PROMISED CITY - a three-year-old 


colt who beat more than half the field in 
the Kentucky Derby at Churchill Downs 
when he finished seventh in the 15-horse 
field. The pride of Bob Clayton of Idabel, 
Okla., won his initial lifetime race last 
year at Ak-Sar-Ben. His major victory this 
year is the $136,900 Arkansas Derby at 
Oaklawn Park on April 5. The Derby was 
at a mile and one-quarter while the 
Arkansas Derby was at a mile and one- 
eighth. 


Besides those contrasts, the Whited 


brothers will be battling each other. 
David will have his regular horse, 


Promised City, while Dan has the usual 
call on Prince Astro. 


So in the mile and 70-yard test, 


Promised City hopes to answer the 
following questions: 


—Can a 3-year-old beat older horses? 


He is the only sophomore runner in the 
field. 


—Can a classic route horse beat one of 


the country's ten best sprinters (Prince 
Astro) over a mile and 70 yards? 


—Can the Larry Spraker-trained colt 


run well enough at Ak-Sar-Ben so that he 
can be shipped later this week to New 
York to try the mile and one-half Bel- 
mont Stakes on June 7? 


Racing secretary and handicapper John 


Maluvius has assigned Prince Astro top- 
weight of 122 pounds while Promised City 
will carry 115 pounds. 


Promised City has the largest bankroll 


of any King's runner. He has earned 
$136,140 this year on three wins and one 
third in seven outings. 


Prince Astro has three wins and two 


seconds in five runs for winnings of $56,- 
550 for C. L. Warner of Sulphur Springs, 
Tex. 


George Mclaughlin has entered Brush 


Cutter and Dos Reyes. Both could prove 
troublesome. 


Brush Cutter, a five-year-old horse, 


captured the $36,325 Ak-Sar-Ben Han- 
dicap on May 17 over 6 furlongs. He has 
won four of nine starts this year for win- 
nings of $37,838.

His running mate, Dos Reyes, a four- 


year-old gelding, finished a poor seventh 
in an allowance test here on May 17. He 
won two of three route handicaps at Turf 
Paradise in Phoenix earlier this year.

The only black man in Jefferson County at the 


time, he chose to make his home here after 
passing through as a 9-year-old boy. Oldtimers say 
he often told of being among a group of slaves 
fleeing the South via the famed "underground 
railway." 


"Rube went on to Canada with the group, but 


used to say he liked this area so well that he came 
back to live," reflected Mrs. Theresa Aasen of 
Fairbury, who served for years as secretary of the 
cemetery association. "He didn't have a nickel 
but was a friend of every kid around, including 
me." 


Growing up in Bower community, Mrs. Assen 


also recalls the "sort of a sheepherder's wagon" 
in which the oldster lived during the summer. He 
worked for a number of neighborhood farm 
families. 


Although many of his young friends had never 


seen another Negro, Rube's race mattered little 
to them one way or the other The jovial Mrs. 
Aasen, 77, said "his color never even came to 
mind, just his kindness." 


Clint Chirnside of Fairbury, who is now the 


association secretary, best remembers Rube as "a 
small fellow who wouldn't hurt anybody " He 
also recalled that he headquartered at the old 
Rosenberger place 


Lacking even one relative, Rube was buried in 


the quiet little cemetery in 1929. Friends pitched 
in enough money to buy the small but neatly- 
lettered marker 


And although some today might object to the 


stone's unusual lettering, it was not intended to 
be derogatory Old Rube's funeral was a strong 
testimony to that. 


Mrs Aasen remembers the day well: 
"So many people showed up that there wasn't 


room for everyone. Rube was that kind of man "

Potential For Drip Irrigation Said Vast

Drip imgators in Nebraska 


will triple their acreage this 
year, according to Dr. Dean 
Manbeck who is working with 
the new form of irrigation at the 
University of Nebraska. 


Triple really isn't very much. 


We are leaping from two acres to 
perhaps six or seven acres under 
drip irrigation. This may be the 
tip of the iceberg because the 
potential is tremendous. 


Drip irrigation, also known as 


trickle irrigation, apparently 
began when an Israeli farmer 
noticed a tree near a drip in an 
irrigation pipe did much better 
than other trees in his orchard. 


The farmer then began to rig 


devices to drop water on trees 
instead of spraying them or 
flooding the ground around the 
trees 


Drip Spawns A Flood 


This little drip has spawned a 


flood of interest. A worldwide 
invention of drip and trickle 
imgators met in California last 
year to compare notes and 
produce a three-inch thick book 
of data that sells for $10.00. 


Manbeck has acquired a card- 


board box filled with various 
kinds of little plastic gadgets 
designed to reduce a flow of 
water to a drip or mist-like 
sprav. 


Some of the gadgets will figure 


in his experiments this year. He 
will try them on a lawn, some 
sweet corn and a dozen or so 
vegetable crops using both un- 
derground and above ground ef- 
forts to get water to the crop 
without wasting any.

The gadgets range from a little 


octopus-like affair that can 
water a tree from its many arms, 
to emitters so tiny a dozen or 
more will fit in an ordinary salt 
shaker. 


One sophisticated thingamajig 


measures the amount of water in 
the soil of a planter, then meters 
the amount needed automatical- 
ly. 


The cost can range from $10 


for the plant and tree waterer 
outfits down to a dime for the 
tiny emitters which are simply 
forced into a plastic pipe. 


"Just about every imaginable 


principle of physics and 


engineering is represented in 
this box of emitters. Scientists 
have tried all sorts of things, but 
the idea is the same — to reduce 
the flow of water without 
plugging up the tiny holes in the 
mitter." Manbeck said. 


Manbeck sees some large- 


scale possibilitites for his box of 
toys; but for the immediate 
future he suggested the drip 
irrigation potential for gardens 
and lawns could cut city water 
bills tremendously. 


Garden Stores Could Sell 
"I think a garden center or 


plant store might want to train a 
man to install these systems and 


sell them for lawns and gardens. 
And there should be a good 
market for the individual tree 
and planter watering devices," 
he suggested. 


Manbeek also thinks the un- 


derground systems may have a 
practical application in keeping 
the median in the streets green 
at considerably less cost then 
present systems involving buried 
pipes coupled ot sprinklers. 


"I tried a strip in a lawn last 


year with a single buried pipe 
that made about four feet green 
I intend to bury more pipe this 
year and do some real research 
on the idea. We will also try to 
bury some pipes in fields at 
different depths to see just 
where we ought to put the 
systems." he said. 
Used Where Water Expensive 
The extensive use of the drip 


irrigation systems has been in 
orchards and occasionally on 
field crops in areas where the 
cost of irrigation water is very 
high. 


Problems are many, however. 


Mice and ground squirrels like to 
drink from the drip systems, 
often chewing holes, and 
Manbeck even observed a 
cricket insert his feeler into the 
tiny hole, possibly to get a drink. 


One problem is that the water 


has to be super clean as it goes 
into the system or it will plug up 
the tiny outlets, fouling up the 
whole system. 


If these and other unforeseen 


problems can be solved, dnp 
irrigation could provide one 
answer to the problem of 
declining amounts of irrigation 
water by rationing out individual 
drinks for each plant.

There is a lot of discussion 


these days about how much it 
costs to produce a bushel of 
wheat, corn, milo, soybeans or 
some other gram. 


Most of the discussion con- 


cerns what the government sup- 
port price for the particular crop 
is and whether the support price 
allows a farmer to break even. 
Most agree that the present sup- 
port price doesn't produce a 
profit but the agreement stops 
there 


The Businessman Farmer, 


published in Scottsbluff, took a 
look at the cost of producing a 
bushel of wheat in a single coun- 
ty in Kansas by comparing all 
wheat farms operating under a 
farm management program. 
These surely would have been 
better than average farmers 


The cost ranged from a low of 


$2 24 a bushel to a high of $4 07 
With wheat expected to be worth 
around $3 a bushel this fall, 
some will lose $1 07 and some 
make 76c. But even $3 is a 
mighty big if. 


There are a lot of factors in- 


volved — differing land values, 
different yields of gram per acre, 
some farmers have all new 
machinery, increasing expense 
per acre if depreciation is 
figured in, but a man with old 
machinery may spend more for 
parts or fuel. 


No matter who or how the 


figuring is done, farming is an 
expensive business, these da\s. 
Farmers needn't feel like 
orphans, however, because the 
same can be said for any other 
business 


Farmers who are pumping 


water from a reuse pit or a pond 
below their feedlot for irrigation 
might want to consider getting a 
water right, particularly if any of 
the water in the pit or pond 
migrates across a property line 
before it gets to your place 


The State Department of 


Water Resources has a policy of 
not requiring such a permit on 
these pits and pollution control 
ponds but technically it could de- 
mand one 


Having such a right could give 


you an advantage in case a dis- 
pute over water supplies should 
crop up. Cost is $10 plus 
paperwork plus a map which can 
cost anywhere from $20 to $300 
or you might get it free from 
your Natural Resource District if 
it has a qualified man available 
to make it. 


The Army Corps of Engineers

Weekly Grain Report

Rumors of Russian grain 


buyers, changing weather, new 
export rules and war left the 
grain market in a state of fluc- 
tuation last week. 


The European Common 


Market nations, which had been 
trying to unload a mountain of 
wheat a week ago, were sudden- 
ly shy when approached by a 
number of countries for bargain 
wheat. 


There was even one story that 


the Soviet Union had bought all 
the European wheat and would 
sell it in the United States. 


That is pretty far-fetched since 


what they have is "soft" wheat. 
We in Nebraska are in pretty 
good shape because our product 
is hard, red winter wheat, and it 
should have pretty good protein 
with adequate fertilizer and a lit- 
tle dry weather. 


This high-protein hard wheat 


is needed around the world to 


mix with the soft wheats of 
Europe, Russia and many other 
areas to make good-quality 
bread 


Recent badly needed showers 


aided wheat conditions in 
western Nebraska, but the sub- 
soil is still very dry. Rain must 
continue if there is to be a wheat 
crop 


The prices for the rest of the 


summer will be tied to exports, 
weather and possible Russian 
sales. They will be subject to 
sudden rises and drops as supply 
factors change and speculators 
watch the demand side of the 
market. 


My favorite true rumor of the 


week is that there are fires in 
Russia. The swamps and peat 
bags are burning because of 
extremely hot, dry weather. 
That just has to mean the 
Russians are having trouble with 
their wheat crop. 


If the trouble is bad enough, 


the Russians may come over to 
buy some of our wheat. 


such horrifying possibilities that 
they must fail or strangle 
agriculture 


A farmer,couldn't even plow 


above his stock pond under some 
of the proposals 


I still like the idea of ships 


coming up the Platte, however 
Of course we need to deepen it a 
little 


I wonder if we shouldn't insist 


that the Corps deepen the river 
so we could at least ship out 
grain by barge It would be 
possible but cost millions. 


Some peace groups might be 


approached for support on the 
grounds that it would keep the 
Army out of mischief. 


You ha\e to admit that it 


would be interesting to have a 
Russian destroyer make a 
courtesy call at Grand Island, ice 
breakers in winter, increased 
pleasure boat sales and perhaps 
even steamboat 
whistles 


mingling with the howl of the 
coyote 


I can see a painting of cattle 


grazing in a distant pasture, a 
covote on a hilltop watching a 
river boat shoving several barges 
of grain on their way to New 
Orleans 


It could make a tremendous 


improvement in the price of 
grain in Nebraska because water 
shipping rates are much lower 
than rail. 


It is more than picturesque, 


it's beautiful and it would make 
a zillion jobs when we need them 
most. 


Our scientists have been 


making good progress in getting 
protein from normally waste 
sources such as low quality dry 
beans, dried brewer's grains, 
and good sources such as alfalfa 
and wheat. 


The research is aimed at 


acquiring the protein as a 
separate product, producing it in 
a human food of some kind and 
improving the market for these 
farm products at a higher price 


So far they have the isolates of 


protein, made a lot of products, 
are trying blends of various 
products, etc What they haven't 
got is a real general market for 
them yet. 


Much of these kinds of 


products could be used in some 
sort of international feeding 
program, but to set up a plant to 
produce them on a regular basis 
is expensive and requires a truly 
dependable market. 


Perhaps real development of 


this market potential will have 
to await a new law or con- 
gressional hearings on the real 
food value of snack foods. 


If snack foods, breakfast 


cereals and other so-called emp- 
ty calorie foods had to have pro- 
tein, we could sell the product.

Potential For Drip Irrigation Said Vast 


By DOMINICK COSTELLO 
Farm Editor 
Drip irrigators in Nebraska 
will triple their acreage this 
year, according to Dr. Dean 
Manbeck who is working with 
the new form of irrigation at the 
University of Nebraska. 
Triple really isn’t very much. 
We are leaping from two acres to 
perhaps six or seven acres under 
drip irrigation. This may be the 
tip of the iceberg because the 
potential is tremendous. 
Drip irrigation, also known as 
trickle irrigation, apparently 
began when an Israeli farmer 
noticed a tree near a drip in an 
irrigation pipe did much better 
than other trees in his orchard. 
The farmer then began to rig 
devices to drop water on trees 
instead of spraying them or 
flooding the ground around the 
trees 
Drip Spawns A Flood 
This little drip has spawned a 
flood of interest. A worldwide 
convention of drip and trickle 
irrigators met in California last 
year to compare notes and 
produce a three-inch thick book 
of data that sells for $10.00. 
Manbeck has acquired a card­ 
board box filled with various 
kinds of little plastic gadgets 
designed to reduce a flow of 
water to a drip or mist-like 
spray.

Some of the gadgets will figure 
in his experiments this year. He 
will try them on a lawn, some 
sweet com and a dozen or so 
vegetable crops using both un­ 
derground and above ground ef­ 
forts to get water to the crop 
without wasting any. 


The gadgets range from a little 
octopus-like affair that can 
water a tree from its many arms, 
to emitters so tiny a dozen or 
more will fit in an ordinary salt 
shaker. 
One sophisticated thingamajig 
measures the amount of water in 
the soil of a planter, then meters 
the amount needed automatical­ 
ly- 
The cost can range from $10 
for the plant and tree waterer 
outfits down to a dime for the 
tiny emitters which are simply 
forced into a plastic pipe. 
‘‘Just about every imaginable 
principle of physics and 


engineering is represented in 
this box of emitters. Scientists 
have tried all sorts of things, but 
the idea is the same — to reduce 
the flow of water without 
plugging up the tiny holes in the 
mitter,” Manbeck said. 
Manbeck sees some large- 
scale possibilitites for his box of 
toys; but for the immediate 
future he suggested the drip 
irrigation potential for gardens 
and lawns could cut city water 
bills tremendously. 
Garden Stores Could Sell 
‘‘I think a garden center or 
plant store might want to train a 
man to install these systems and 


sell them for lawns and gardens. 
And there should be a good 
market for the individual tree 
and planter watering devices,” 
he suggested. 
Manbeck also thinks the un­ 
derground systems may have a 
practical application in keeping 
the median in the streets green 
at considerably less cost then 
present systems involving buried 
pipes coupled ot sprinklers. 
“I tried a strip in a lawn last 
year with a single buried pipe 
that made about four feet green. 
I intend to bury more pipe this 
year and do some real research 
on the idea. We will also try to 
bury some pipes in fields at 
different depths to see just 
where we ought to put the 
systems,” he said. 
Used Where Water Expensive 
The extensive use of the drip 
irrigation systems has been in 
orchards and occasionally on 
field crops in areas where the 
cost of irrigation water is ver>’ 
high. 
Problems are many, however. 
Mice and ground squirrels like to 
drink from the drip systems, 
often chewing holes, and 
Manbeck even observed a 
cricket insert his feeler into the 
tiny hole, possibly to get a drink. 
One problem is that the water 
has to be super clean as it goes 
into the system or it will plug up 
the tiny outlets, fouling up the 
whole system. 
If these and other unforeseen 
problems can be solved, drip 
irrigation could provide one 
answer to the problem of 
declining amounts of irrigation 
water by rationing out individual 
drinks for each plant.

There is a lot of discussion 
these days about how much it 
costs to produce a bushel of 
wheat, corn, milo, soybeans or 
some other grain. 
Most of the discussion con­ 
cerns what the government sup­ 
port price for the particular crop 
is and whether the support price 
allows a farmer to break even. 
Most agree that the present sup­ 
port price doesn’t produce a 
profit but the agreement stops 
there. 
The Businessman Farmer, 
published in Scottsbluff, took a 
look at the cost of producing a 
bushel of wheat in a single coun­ 
ty in Kansas by comparing all 
wheat farms operating under a 
farm management program. 
These surely would have been 
better than average farmers. 
The cost ranged from a low of 
$2.24 a bushel to a high of $4,07. 
With wheat expected to be worth 
around $3 a bushel this fall, 
some will lose $1.07 and some 
make 76c. But even $3 is a 
mighty big if. 
There are a lot of factors in­ 
volved — differing land values, 
different yields of grain per acre, 
some farmers have all new 
machinery, increasing expense 
per acre if depreciation is 
hgured in, but a man with old 
machinery may spend more for 
parts or fuel. 
No matter who or how the 
figuring is done, farming is an 
expensive business these days. 
Farmers needn’t feel like 
orphans, however, because the 
same can be said for any other 
business.

Farmers who are pumping 
water from a reuse pit or a pond 
below their feedlot for irrigation 
might want to consider getting a 
water right, particularly if any of 
the water in the pit or pond 
migrates across a property hne 
before it gets to your place. 
The State Department of 
Water Resources has a policy of 
not requiring such a permit on 
these pits and pollution control 
ponds but technically it could de­ 
mand one. 
Having such a right could give 
you an advantage in case a dis­ 
pute over water supplies should 
crop up. Cost is $10 plus 
paperwork plus a map which can 
cost anywhere from $20 to $300 
or you might get it free from 
your Natural Resource District if 
it has a qualified man available 
to make it.

The Army Corps of Engineers 
appears to have set up a situa­ 
tion deliberately designed to fail.

Of course we need to deepen it a 
little. 
I wonder if we shouldn’t insist 
that the Corps deepen the river 
so we could at least ship out 
grain by barge. It would be 
possible but cost millions. 
Some peace groups might be 
approached for support on the 
grounds that it would keep the 
Army out of mischief. 
You have to admit that it 
would be interesting to have a 
Russian destroyer make a 
courtesy call at Grand Island, ice 
breakers in winter, increased 
pleasure boat sales and perhaps 
even steamboat whistles 
mingling with the howl of the 
coyote. 
i can see a painting of cattle 
grazing in a distant pasture, a 
coyote on a hilltop watching a 
river boat shoving several barges 
of grain on their way to New 
Orleans. 
It could make a tremendous 
improvement in the price of 
grain in Nebraska because water 
shipping rates are much lower 
than rail. 
It is more than picturesque, 
it’s beautiful and it would make 
a zillion jobs when we need them 
most.

Our scientists have been 
making good progress in getting 
protein from normally waste 
sources such as low quahty dry 
beans, dried brewer’s grains, 
and good sources such as alfalfa 
and wheat. 
The research is aimed at 
acquiring the protein as a 
separate product, producing it in 
a human food of some kind and 
improving the market for these 
farm products at a higher price. 
So far they have the isolates of 
protein, made a lot of products, 
are trying blends of various 
products, etc. What they haven t 
got is a real general market for 
them yet. 
Much of these kinds of 
products could be used in some 
sort of international feeding 
program, but to set up a plant to 
produce them on a regular basis 
is expensive and requires a truly 
dependable market. 
Perhaps real development of 
this market potential will have 
to await a new law or con­ 
gressional hearings on the real 
food value of snack foods. 
If snack foods, breakfast 
cereals and other so-called emp­ 
ty c^orie foods had to have pro­ 
tein, we could sell the product.

Rumors of Russian grain 
buyers, changing weather, new 
export rules and war left the 
grain market in a state of fluc­ 
tuation last week. 
The European Common 
Market nations, which had been 
trying to unload a mountain of 
wheat a week ago, were sudden­ 
ly shy when approached by a 
number of countries for bargain 
wheat. 
There was even one story that 
the Soviet Union had bought all 
the European wheat and would 
sell it in the United States. 


of 


That is pretty far-fetched since 
what they have is “soft” wheat. 
We in Nebraska are in pretty 
good shape because our product 
is hard, red winter wheat, and it 
should have pretty good protein 
with adequate fertilizer and a lit­ 
tle dry weather. 
This high-protein hard wheat 
is needed around the world to 


mix with the soft wheats 
Europe, Russia and many other 
areas to make good-quality 
bread. 
Recent badly needed showers 
aided wheat conditions in 
western Nebraska, but the sub­ 
soil is still very dry. Rain must 
continue if there is to be a wheat 
crop. 
The prices for the rest of the 
summer will be tied to exports, 
weather and possible Russian 
sales. They will be subject to 
sudden rises and drops as supply 
factors change and speculators 
watch the demand side of the 
market. 
My favorite true rumor of the 
week is that there are fires in 
Russia. The swamps and peat 
bags are burning because of 
extremely hot, dry weather. 
That just has to mean the 
Russians are having trouble with 
their wheat crop. 
If the trouble is bad enough, 
the Russians may come over to 
buy some of our wheat.
